THE AFRICAN GRAB GAMER, 


PORTUGAL BELIEVED TO HOLD a 
VERY POOR HAND. 


Dom Carlos’ Ealgmatic Declaration—Eng 


Now Year's Speceh—The O'Sbon Case— 
Broadley Pacha’s Exit. 
New York, Jan. 5,—The Tribune's London 
special says; “The dispute with Portugal has 
made no distinct advance. Dom Carlos 


brave show of upholding Portuguese claims, 
and this was to bo expected, seoing that it 
was the new King’s first address to his Par- 
Niament, His words are a declaration that it 
in the fixed design of Portugal to preserve 
those parts of the African territory which 
her missionaries have discovered, and in 
which Portuguese authorities have exercised 
jurisdiction and influence according to the 
social condition of thelr inhabitants, This is 
an enigmatic phrase. In most ofits territories 
Portugal has done little morg than to patron- 
ize the slave trade, Is this lax relation 
toward the social condition of the inhabitants 
to give aright of ownership! Englishmen do 
not dispute that the Portuguese have been 
great travellers, but discovery is a different 
thing from effective and continuous occupa 
tion. And yot the King’s language maintains 
the clain Uinat the presence of wandering 
priests of Vorluguese origin in this Shire re- 
viet sone century or more ago constitutes 
all tre titles of conquest and annexation. 
ortuuavely Dom Carlos relies on negotia- 
tions, and it isa sign that his Govern: 
ment has given the fireeating Major Serpa 
Pinto leave to return home on the ground of 
health, : 

English newspapers are very assiduous in 
encournging this Government to stand to 
thoir guns, and the declarations of some of 
them that neither a conference nor arbitra- 
tion will be accepted by England are beliay- 
ed to be inspired by utterances from a high 
official source. Tho English public have 
been not a little annoyed for months past by 
Lord Salisbury’s complaisance toward tho 
Germans in East Africa. They have watch- 
ed the growing insolence of Portugal and the 
Portuguese attitude toward the claims of an 
American citizen at Delagoa Bay has not 
escaped public attention. In this present 
dispute the Government will have the most 
cordial approval of every class of English 
opinion, even if a fleet be sent to the Tagus 
and another hold DelagoaBay. The declaration 
that Major Serpa Pinto’s butchery with Gat- 
ling guns was a conflict’ between the native 
population and a Portuguese scientific expedi- 
tion only provokes expressions of contempt. 

The New Year's speeches of the Continental 
rulers are cheerful and confident, King 
Humbert’s words about the rapprochement 
between Germany and Russia as helping to 
maintain peacoand asan improvement on 
the time when peace could not be guaranteed 
for 2 fortnight, arein some respects remark- 
able; though it is impossible to overlook the 
furious zeal with which the Russianization of 
the Baltic Provinces is being attempted. It 
is gratiflying, however, to have King Hum- 
bert’s word that St, Petersburg and Berlin 
have improved their relations. 

The most distarbirig outlook in Continental 
affairs is to be found in Russis, where 
there is a recrudescence of disloyalty and 
Nihilism, It is even asserted that the recent 
slaughter of exiles in Eastern Siberla, which 
so deeply moved the civilized world was the 
outcome of Nihilism, but this must surely be 
only another endeayor to impose on public 
credulity. 

Everybody is asking ey Captain O’Shea 
deferred his suit against Mr, Parnell till now, 
It is known that three years ago Mr. Parnell 
jived in the samé house with Captain O'Shea 


O'Shea is not increased for his delaying the 
service of the writ for many days after filing 
the suit, and indeed until Mr. Parnoll’s soli- 
citors compelled that step.

great Irish patriot’s character, Mr, Parnell 
is said to have a pretty budget of correspon- 
dence, which throws a strange light on Cap- 
tain O'Sheas’ motives and bearing in the 
past, both toward himselfand in the fleld of 
politics, 

Mr. Parnel] myst deeply regret having de- 
scended into the arena to quell the rebellion 
of Messrs, Biggar, Healy and others against 
Captain O'Shea, all of which arose 
out of Mr, Parnell's relations  to- 
ward the O'Shea family. Nor is it very

SIR JULJAN APPEALED TO. 


A British Sabject and Wis Wifo Maltreated 


iby a Carolina Mob, 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 4.—Sir Julian Paunce- 


fote, the British Minister, has received a 
petition from Rey.*T, M. Joiner of Holly 
Springs, N. C., for redress for injuries re- 
celved by himself-and wife atthe hands of a 
mob at Holly Springs last month. He states he. 
is a British subject, that he and his wife were 
giving religious and other instructions to the 
negroes at Holly Springs, which facts he 
says so incensed some of his neighbors that 
they broke into his house and assaulted

Arriving at Bombay he was soon in the 
midst of the fight.

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Health in New York and London. 

Some interesting statistics in regard to 
health in the two great cities of New York 
and London are summarized as follows by 
The Medical and Surgical Journal; The 
deaths in London last year numbered 73,545, 
or 18,5 per 1,000; in New York, 40,175, or 
26.83; and in Paris, 22.6 per 1,000, The birth 
returns for New York are incomplete; but 
the birth rate in London was 30.7 per 1,000; 
in Paris, 27. The male births in Paris were 
30,723; the female births, 29,918. In London 
the numbers were, males, 66,629; females, 
64,451; but in the total populationZof London 
there isa majority of 250 females. Prema- 
ture births in New York numbered 1,155; in 
London, 2,000. To be equal, the figures re 
ferring to New York should only be a_ third. 
New York compares unfavorably with Lon- 
don in the matter of suicides. There were 
247 in New York and 400 in London. Be- 
tween 800 and 900 persons take their own 
lives in Paris every year, 

In Now York 1,188 were killed by acci- 
dents, and in London, 2,516. There were only 
1,892 deaths from bronchitis in New York, 
while in London there were 10,085. But 
while some hundreds die every yearin Lon- 
don as the result of idleness and obesity, 61 
deaths were recorded last year from starva- 
tion. A decreased death rate is invariably 
accompanied by a lower birth rate, The 
deaths in London last year were the lowest 
on record; the births, the lowest since 184L 
In the western districts, where the wealthy 
reside, and where the degree of comfort is 
high, the deaths fell to 16.4, and the births to 
25.5: but in the impoverished and overcrowd- 
ed east, where the poor never get a breath of 
fresh air, and are huddled together in un- 
healthy alleys, the deaths rose to 27.2 and the 
. The people least able to sup- 
port children are the most prolific, and the 
higher the degree of social comfort and well 
being, the less the incréase of population.

HEW TO THE LINE —LET THE CHIPS FALL WHERE THEY WILL

A TORONTO MYSTERY, 


JANE SPEERS PECULIAR DEATH 
AN AGNES*STREET HOUSE. 


IN 


Found Bloody and Bleeding With a Repe 
Around Her Neck—She Dies Shortly after 
Bolug Removed te the Mospital—Was it 
“ Marder? 

TORONTO, Jan. 10.~—Yesterday afternoon 
about 4 o'clock word was received at the 
Agnesstroet Police Station that Jane 
Speers, an unmarried woman living in 
tho rear of 18 Agnos-stroot, had been 
found dead in her bed. Inspector Ward 
at once went over to the house, where he 
found the woman lying in a pool of blood 
on the floor of the dining-room and with 
a frope hanging loosely around her neck, 
Ho sont word back to the station to havea 
doctor called. Hoe telephoned for the ambu- 
lance and had the woman removed to the 
Hospital, where sho died last night. Tho 
woman was still alive when discovered, but 
would not say anything about how sho 
came to be in the condition in which she was 
found. The detectives now have the case in 
hand and will make every possiblo effort to 
throw some light on the mystery before the 
inquest takes place, 

Miss Speers’ body was first discovered by a 
Mrs, Ward, who lives in the adjoining house, 
There isa cupboard in Mrs. Ward's house 
against the partition between Mrs, Ward’s 
house and the house where Miss Speers 
has lived. Mrs, Ward was in the act 
of taking some dishes out of this cupboard 
when she hoard her name called out. She 
listened intently and heard a voice which she 
recognized as that of Miss Spears, weak and 
faint as it was, calling “Mrs, Ward, Mrs, 
Ward.” She immediately went into 
Miss Speers’ house and there saw 
4 sight which, as she told a reporter last 
night, ‘fairly took her breath away.” Miss 
Speer’s body was lying in the western 
corner at the back of the kitchen. The table, 
4 common board one, was beside her. It was 
covered with blood and there was blood spat- 
tered on the floor around the table, Miss Speers 
lay on the floor with arope hanging loosely 
over her neck. She was still alive, but was 
breathing faintly and seemed tobe very 
weak from loss of blood. Around her head 
was wrapped a print jacket. The jacket 
was saturated with blood and there 
were blood marks here and there 
on the floor. There was no one in the Louse 
at the time. 

After the body was removed to the hospi- 
tal Inspector Ward made a careful search of 
the house. Everything was in pertect order, 
and nothing had been disturbed except Miss 
Speers’ trunk, which was in the east front 
room. The trunk was an  old-fashion- 
ed square box, the lid of which 
Was open and was thrown back against the 
wall. The contents of the trnnk were in 
great disorder. There were but few papers 
and letters, but what there were were scat- 
tered here and there amongst the clothing. 
There was nothing of value in the trunk 
except a small leather purse which contained 
a small amount of money. There were 
several old silver coins of little value anda 
gold dollar of United States issue. All the 
coins were evidently keepsakes or “luck 
money.” 

When the woman was brought to the 
hospital her face was covered with blood and 
there was blood in both ears. There wasa 
puffiness of the scalp and bright contusions 
on both arms and on her leftankle, She ap- 
peared to be conscious for a short time, and 
suid on. being questioned that her name was 
Jaue Speers, and that two men had assaulted 
her. One of them, she said, was fair, but she 
did not know what the other one was like, 
After making this statement she lost con- 
sciousness. She was very much bruised 
about the head and neck Both 
eyes were closed up completely, 
being greatly swollen and blackened. 
Her face was considcrably bruised, swollen 
and discolored. Across her neck and extend- 
ing up above her right ear was a black mark 
which looked as though it had been made by 
pressure. Her right ear was cut in two places 
and bled. 

The room in which the body was found 
was the “dining room.” It contained but 
little furniture other than a few chairs and 
atable. Everything was clean and tidy, the 
blood on the carpetless board floor and on the 
deal-table being the only evidence of ,the 
death struggle. The police officers and detec- 
tives who examined the room yory carefully 
as soon as they were notified of the occur- 
rence, say there was nothingin the room to 
which the rope, which the woman had around 
her neck, could have been fastened to so that 
she could have strangled herself, There was 
a rolling-pin hanging on a small nail bebind 
one of the doors, But this nail was not 
strong enough to support any weight. There 
was no blood on the rolling-pin. 

Deceased is a woman of about 54 years of 
age. She is short, rather fleshy and dark- 
complexioned. She has lived in the house in 
which she was to-day found dead for some 
years, and before going there is said to have 
deen in service somewhere in Toronto,

All those who minister to the artistic 
tastes of the world should live o little apart 
from the world, observing, recording, at 
tompting now things; they should be dis 
interested, lsut who can be detached from 
the ways of the world that has a family t 
swrovide for? Rent, household bills, shoes, 
yonnets, the measles, society anda thousand 
more items all have claims on the married 
artist, W hother man or woman. 

How, then, pursue the ealm ideal? In 
France, in order to make both ends meet, 
the sculptor must restore old churches, never 
build them ; tho painter must turn out pot- 
boilers by the dozen, and rarcly gets an 
order to ornament the walls of a church ora 
Paris mairie. ‘Then, again, the painter and 
sculptor need models, and this has too often 
proved a strain on the domestic happiness. 

CASES IN POINT. 

Among writers Victor Hugo and Theophile 
Gautier, Gerard de Nervel, Sainte-Beuve 
and Beaudolaire may be cited as mein of 
artistic temperament little hampered by 
matrimony in their work. On the other 
hand, Milton began writing his famous 
treatise ‘On the Doctrine and Discipline of 
Diverce” before his honeymoon had ex- 
pired. Poets, you see, live faster than or- 
dinary mortals and do not require 80° much 
time to reach a conclusion. 

In the case of clever women being mar- 
ried to a dull, heartless class of men, what 
can be expected but misery on both sixes! 
Such, from the method of arranging mar- 
riages, frequently occurs in France. 

George Sand, the well-known novelist, 
was inarried when « young, lively and 
yretty girl of 17, to a man old enough to be 
ee father—I had almost said grandfather 
—a retired military officer, entirely devoted 
to amateur farming. Ue spent the large 
fortune he had received with his wife in im- 
yorting breods of sheep and magnificent 
Pralls, In George Sand’s novel of ‘In- 
diana,” one of the characters who closely 
resembled him is thus described: ‘ He 
Was aman with a gray moustache and a 
terrible eye; an austere master, before 
whom all trembled—wife, servants, horses 
and dogs.” The Baroness Dudevant, for 
that was then her name, endured her uncon: 
genial existence with this man for some 
years. ‘Two children were born to her, and 
they for a time reconciled her a little to her 
fate ; but only for a time. 

MARRIAGE A FAILURE WITH OEORGE SAND, 

One day early in the year 1828 she was 
missing. She had left her home determined 
to seek a happier life elsewhere. She first 
took refuge in the convent where she had 
been educated, but soon found that she had 
only exchanged one kind of captivity for 
another. Again she took flight, and we 
next hear of her as inhabiting a garret in 
one of the sireets of Paris and supporting 
horself by f®wer-painting and by writing 
those novels which have made her name im- 
mortal. Some years afterwards Geor)> Sand 
entered into a lawsuit with herhusland and 
obtained a separation from him and a resti- 
tution of all her property. She even had to 
buy back her two children from the grip of 
their mercenary father. 

‘The same holds good of persons connected 
with the theatrical profession. How can 
you expect a pretty woman to devote every 
night of her life to pleasing the public on 
the stage and then have any nerve left for 
pleasing her husband ? 

In my opinion marriage and art do not 
mate well together. I counsel great artists 
not tomarry. ‘l’o be united with one’s art 
ought to satisfy any man or any woman. 
The theatre, above*all, should take the 
place, of wife or husband. 

It is even curious to see how wretchedly, 
how tragically, sometimes many of the mar 
riages of celebrated artists have turned out 
Take, for instance, some of our best canta- 
trices as witnesses to the argument. Pee¢tl 
and the Marquis de Caux eaded ina scandal, 
& separation and a divorce, Nilsson’s first 
husband, M. de Ronzaud, died in « lunatic 
asylum. Marietta Alboni’s first husband, 
Achille Pepoli, likewise died mad, so did 
Engalli’s husband, M. Alexieff. Giulia 
Grisi’s marringe with Gerard de Melcy 
ended in a separation, after a duel between 
Meloy and the nephew of Lord Castlereagh, 

BARRIERS TO MAKITAL BLISS, 

The only chance of happiness for artists is 
for them to marry aniong themselves. I 
think, in order to be entirely a star, the 
would-be star should not marry. A star has 
her visits to pay; lier guests to receive. 
She no longer belongs to her husband and to 
herhome. Of course, marriage is compat- 
ible with art in a certain degree, and the 
healthy joys of family life can only add to 
it. But under these circumstances one can 
be an artist of worth, of talent, but not a 
star, 

There are some happy couples among 
theatrical people, but they are very few in- 
deed. 1 here is Mme. Segond-Weber, wife 
of M. Segond, who not long ago loft the

DEATH BY GAS. 


ARBESIDENT OF S£00O ASPHYXI 
.-/D AT TAB DOMINION, 


The Landiocd Thinks He Must Have 
Turned the Tap too Far. as He was 
mot a Stranger to the use of Gas. 


Oa Tesday night James Burd of Stoco, 
came to the city to attond (o some private 
business and registered at the Dominion 
house. Tne clerk allotted the guest to a 
room and he retired atan early hour. In 
the morning he foand him partially dress- 
ed lying on bis bed in a state cf asphyxia 
caused by escaping war. Mr, Mackie, who 
was the first to enter the room, took in the 
situatioa aba glance. He threw open the 
windowa and endeavored '>)urouse the 
unconscious mar. ‘Thoeffurt was fruitdosas 
and two doctors were at onvu called in. It 
was at first thought that be would recever 
from the effects but he never again regaia- 
ed consciousness and at fifcoon minutes to 
5 o'clock this morning he breathed his bast. 
He was about sixty-five yoarsof age und 
loaves a wifo and large family of grown “up 
children. Yesterday as the condition of 
the unfortunate man continued to become 
worse. his son, John, was telegraphed for 
and was at his bedside when he died, The 
victim wasin ill health when hecame ta the 
city, and when registering his name re- 
marked that he shou'd be in his bed. I[t 
is believed that had he been younger and 
more vigorous he might have recovered 
from the effects. The remains were taken 
home by thoson to-d:y. 

In conversation to-day with James 
Mackie, proprietor of the house, he stated 
toa reporter thatthe victim must have 
turned off the gas and unconsciously turn- 
ed it on again, asis often the case. He 
did not think is possible thathe blew it 
outashe was not unfaniliar with hotel 
When he went into the room it: the 
moraing about eight o'clock the gaa jet 
was turned partially on and the gas slowly 
escaping.

J. W.BOOTH'S DIARY. 


Thoughts and Reflections of Lincoins 
Assassin During the Last Days of his 
Tragical Lite. 

ABalti:nore dispatch says: —The Ameri- 
can printa the following extract from J. 
Wilas Booth’s diary found in his clothing 
alter hisdeath. It is now.ia the posses- 
sion of the Departmeat of J ustice;— 

April 14- Friday—the ides—until to: 
day votbing was ever thought of sacrificing 
to our country’s wrongs. For six months 
we have worked tu capture, but our cause 
being almost lost, something decisive and 
great must be done, But its failure was 
owing to others who did not etrike 
for their country witha heart, I struck 
boldly and not as the paperssay. I walk. 
ed with a firm step through a thousand of 
his friends, was stopped, but pushed on, 
A colonel was at bis side. J shouted sic 
semper tefore | fired. Jn jamping I 
broke my ley. I passed all his p:ckets, 
rode sixty miles that night, with the hone 
of my leg tearing the flesh at every jump, 
can never repeatit. Though we hated to 
kill, our country owed allour trouble to 
him. endGod simply made me the instra- 
ment of his punishment, Ihe country is 
not what it was. This forced union is not 
what I have loved. Icarea not what h- 
comes of me, I[ have no desire to outlive 
my country, The night before the deed 1 
wrote a lung article and left it for one of 
the editors of theNational Intelligancer,in 
which I fully set outour reasons for our 
proceedings. He or the suth.”

In the scath-east it was 
twenty.eight acres, It coat at least $22 a 
year to support a cow in Wisconsir. There 
was another consideration, that of breed. 
It was absolutely necessary to have good 
blood.

Thirty-nine Alleaed Errors of the Court—The 
Employment by Private Parties of 
Special Counsel for the Stato Complained 
of—Now Byidence, 


Cimcaeo, Jan. 10.—This afternoon At- 
torneys Wing, Donahoe and Forrest 
motion for a now trial inf the casos of Cough- 
lin, Burke, O'Bullivan and Kunze, convicted 
of the murder of Dr, Cronin. The motion 
was tiled in decordance with the order of 
Judge McConfiell, before whom tho argu 
inonts will be made Monday, The motion 

igns thirty-nine causes of error in the 
rulings of Judge MeConnell during the trial 
The» : ds of alloged error ombrace every 
polnt i By the attorneys for the 
defen nd ange from an objection 
to, the s overruling tho motion 

jiesh Wie indletments up to tho assertion 
that the defence bas since the trial dis¢over- 
ed now ovilonce which ontitles them toa new 


rink 

Tho tlest error alleged is that tho ‘court 
erred in overruling the motion to quash tho 
indictmont, made on behalf of each of the 
defendants. The denial of Coughlan’s mo- 
tion for a separate trial is mado the basis of 
Mur alleged errors, thera being a separate 

tfor each defendant, The refusal of 
court to permit the defence to show that 
is, Mills, Ingham and Hynes wero em- 
yedin the prosecution by parties who 
Wore actuated by improper motives, is alleg- 
ul to have been prejudicial to the defendants, 
Thea court’e allowing theso three law- 
yers to assist in the prosecution 
lo snid to bo an error, Mr Hynes is made a 
subject of a special countin the motion in 
Which ho is said to haye been moved by a 
spirit of personal hostility towards Coughlin, 
Hurke and O'Sullivan, and was not fit to act 
os & prosecuting attornoy, 

The overruling of the cbhallengo for cause 
preferred by the dcfeadants to a long list 
of venirernen whose names are given in the 
motion is saidto bean error. Side re 
marks made by the State's Attorney 
while examining jurors are charged to 
have been improper. Judge Longenockor’s 
opening statement to the Jury is cited as an 
error and characterized a8 improper and 
illegal and prejudicial to the rights of the 
defendants. 

Another alleged error was the failure of the 
court to enforce the rule excluding witnesses 
for the state from the courtroom during 
the trial. It is charged as an error that the 
prosecution was permitted to introduce as 
evidence and exhibit to the jury the clothing, 
instruments and hair of Dr, Cronin, the falso 
teeth, the trunk and all material evidence in 
the case. Tho introduction of Dr. Cronin’s 
knives, after the state had closed its cause, is 
said to have been in error, 

Objection is made to anumber of the in- 
structions given to the jury by the court. 
The verdict is pronounced contfary to law 
and not justified by the evidence, and finally 
itis sald: “Tbe defendants and each ono of 
them have discovered evidence which entitles 
them to a new trial.” 


"OUR IMMIGRANTS. 


Last Wear's Arrivals at Mon\real — Their 
Nativity and Destination. 

MONTREAL, Jan, 10.—Dominion Immigra- 
tion Agent Daley bas just forwarded his 
annual report to Ottawa. Tho report says: 
There has beon a decrease in the number of 
arrivals compared with last year, but what 
was wanting in quantity was fully made up 
in quality. They were of a superior class in 
every respect, 

Of the total 7931 arrivals 5480 came 
across the Atlantic to Canada direct 
and 2451 via United States ports.

THE PULSE OF TRADE. 


Colder Weather Causes a Slight Impreve- 
mont—Brad-treot’s Review. 

New Youk, Jan. 10,—Special telegrams to 
Bradstreet’s note the temporary appearance 
of colder weather, followed at important 
western cities by a moderately improved dis- 
tribution of clothing, boots and shoes and 
grocery staples Tho gain is not large. 
Leather and lumber are quiet, and cattle and 
hogs, with freer receipts, tend to weakness at 
western centres, Mercantile collections gen- 
erally are slow, and the immediate outlook 
isnot for material improvement, At the 
West Indian, corn is moving with freedom, 
but South farm products are shipped with 
less freedom, notably cotton. Hog products 
have been more active, with firm or steady 
prices, and in come instanoos alight advances. 

The New York Stock Market was depressed 
by tight money last week and this week by 
the trouble about Reading incomes. Charges 
have been made that the executiveof tho 
Reading Company recently asserted that 
dividends had been earned and would be de- 
clared on the income bonds. The manage 
ment declares the dividend has not been 
earned and will not be paid. Sugar trust 
has dropped to 5034, the lowest on record, 
but has reacted. Money is easy at 1 to 7 per 
cent, on call Sterling exchange continues to 
favor the importation of gold, but the Bank 
of England prevents it by raising its rate of 
discount, 

Reports to Bradstreet’s of gross earnings of 
92 railroad companies for 1859 aggregate 
$27,680,853, an increase over 1888 of 9 per 
cont, 

The demand for flour and for wheat has 
been dull both at home and abroad, Stocks 
of wheat inthe United States, both consts 
and Canada, out of farmers’ hands, with like 
stocks in Australia, in Europe and afloat 
from all countries for Europe, as cabled to 
Bradstreet’s, aggregated 115,800,000 bushels on 
Jan. 1, against 188,800,000 bushels on Jan. 1 
1889, a decline of 18,000,000 bushels or 153¢ 
percent. Exports of wheat (and flour as wheat) 
from both coasts, United States and Canada, 
this week aggregate 2,317,231 bushels against 
1,898,054 bushels last week and 1,682,885 bush- 
els in the like week of 1889. The total 
of wheat (and flour as wheat) exported July 
1, 1880, to date is 56,663,531 bushels against 
53,982,000 bushels in a like portion of 1888-59. 

Business failures reported to Bradstreet’s 
number 854 in the United States this week, 
against 510 last week, and 837 this week last 
year, Canada had 46 this week against 28 
Inst week. ‘Tho total of failures in the 
United States Jan. 1 to date is 063 against 
623 in 1589. 


Dun-Wiman’s Review, 

New York, Jan. 10.—Dun, Wiman & Co.’s 
weekly review of trade will say: An easier 
money market and colder weather have help- 
ed business somowhat, but it cannot be denied 
that the opening trade of the new year has 
thus far been a little disappointing. For this 
the widely prevalent sickness is to some ex- 
tent responsible as it retaris operations of 
buyers and sellers in every direction and 
lessens retail trade, excopt in drugs. In other 
branches business has been fairly active, but 
not up to expectations, though the prevailing 
belief is that the lack is only tempcrary and 
that a large business is to be expected soon. 
The large payments by the treasury have 
much relieved the money market, the excess 
of disbursements over receipts during tho 
past woek having been no less than $5,200,- 
000, but the remarkable movement in foreign 
exchange which has risen from $4.54 to $4.56 
during a single week tends strongly to in- 
croase the impression that the advance in 
rate by the Bank of England to 6 per cent,

Appearing before you to-day, my mind 
yet agitated with the scenery of the Holy 
Land, from which we have just arrived, you 
will expect me to revert to some of tho 
scenes once enacted there. Mark a circle 
around Lake Galilee and anotkay circle 
around Jerusalem, and you describothe two 
regions in which cluster momories of more 
eventa than in any other two circles, Jeru 
salom was a spell of fascination that will 
hold me the rest of my life, Solomon had 
resolved that that city should be the centre 
of all sacred, regal onl commercial magniti- 
cence. He sot himaelf to work, and monopo- 
lized the surrounding desert as a highway 
for his caravans. He built the city of Pal- 
myra around one of the principal wolls of 
the east, so that all the long trains of mer- 
chandiso from the east were obliged to stop 
there, pay toll and leave part of their 
wealth of in the hands of Solomon's mer- 
chanta. He manned the fortress Thapsacus 
at the chief ford of the Euphrates, and put 
under guard everything that passed there. 
The three great products of Palestine—wine 
sreased from the richest clusters and cole- 
[rated all the world over ; oil, in which 
in that hot country is the entire substitute 
forbutter and lard,and was pressed from the 
olive branches until every tree in the coun- 
try became an oil well ; and honey, which 
waa the entire substitute for sugar—theso 
three great products of the country Solomon 
exported, and received in return fruits and 
precious woods and tho animals of every 
clime. 

He went dowu to Ezion-geber and ordered

Beri, Jan, 11.—Public attention was 
concentrated to-day upon the funeral of the 
Empress Augusta to thoexclusion of all other 
topics, The religious service was concluded 
in the Schloss Chapel at 12,30, and amid tho 
tolling of church bolls the cortege moved at 
once for Charlottenburg. Unter den Lin 
don, through which the procession passed, 
was profusely draped with mourning ene 
blemea. Tho street was lined by troops 
wil by various trade guilds, by student 
froin the public schools, by membors ‘of 
voteran societies and behind these thronged 
thotaands of silent sympathetic spectators. 

the ecclesiastical services as woll aa the 
military part of the scene, was a repetition of 
the lionors paid to the renowned husband of 
the deceased, while the throng of family and 
official mourners Was nearly aa large and as 
illustrious. Tho Emperor laid upon the 
coffin a magnificent palm branch with long 
white silk ribbons bearing the imperial arms 
and crown in gold. Baron Levebow, Presi- } 
dent of tho Reichstag, laid upon the coffin in ! 
behalf of the Reichstag, a wreath of palms, 
white roses and camellias, upon the ribbons 
of which was this inscription:

Prince Bismarck sent a large wreath sur- 
rounding a cross of violets, the Princess 
Bismarck » wreath of roses and lilies of the 
valloy, the Kings of Italy and Roumania 
each sont exquisite tributes of flowers as did 
severeigns of almost all the German and 
foreign countries, 

At the junction of the Charlottenburg- 
roadand Liegas-allee the procession dispersed. 
The Imperial Family in carriages acoompan- 
ied the remains to the mausoleum at Char- 
lottenburg. The Fourth Grenadier Guards, 
of which the dead empress was honorary 
colonel, escorted the coffin. 


UNEASINESS IN SPAIN. 


The King Boetter— Republican Uprising 
Fearod. 

MAaprID, Jan. 11.—The King passed a quiet 
day without fever. Tho latest bulletin is 
that the prostration continues but that he 
shows more animation at intervals. Crowds 
throng tho street and surround the royal 
palace waiting for bulletins. There is a 
censorship of telegrams and many hundreds 
of them have been stopped. None are allow- 
ed to pass but those that give the short 
official bulletins. This is done to prevent a 
panic in the provinces, Tho effect has been 
to greatly increase the public anxiety and 
give rise to many rumors that the King is 
dead. 

The government has telegraphed to all pro- 
vincial and colonial authorities to exercise 
great vigilance in regard to possible republi- 
can movements and to repress them prompt- 
ly. There are inany and various opinions in 
regard to the strength of the republican 
party. Aji the leading Conservatives met at 
the house of Canoyas del Castillo und agreed 
that in case of necessity they would support 
the government in the effort to maintaln 
order, 

Mapnip, Jan. 12,—At 2 o'clock this morn- 
ing the King’s condition was encouraging. 
He asked for food during the night and was 
more cheerful, talking and playing with his 
sisters. His pulse was much stronger. 

A small Republican band has cut the rail- 
roadat Vonta Cardens in the Province of 
Jaen.

SAFE IN CANADA, 


A Buffalo Father Abducts His Daughter 
and Crosses the Line. 

BUFFALO, Jan. 12.—Josephine Warren, a 
child about 9 years old, was abducted Friday 
by her father, R. FE, Warren, who took her 
to Canada. The parents of the girl do not 
agree and have not been living together for 
the past two years, andthe abduction was 
the evident result of their separation and the 
desire of the husband to obtain possession of 
the child 

Mrs. Warren lives on Washington-street, 
near Ciinton, and the father took the little 
girlon Clinton-street, between Washington 
and/Elm-streets, when she was going to No. 
11 School. He was waiting in a carriage, 
and dragged her in with him and drove 
rapidly to Ferry-stroet and crossed the ferry 
to Fort Erie, A Buffalo policeman had fol- 
lowed him and he had the Canadian author- 
ities detain both father and daughter, 

The Canadian authorities decided that the 
only charge 6n which they could hold War- 
ren was that of taking stolen property into 
the Dominion and that the clothes worn by 
the little girl, and not the child herself, 
would come under that head. According to 
the Canadian laws, or according to the read- 
ing that the officers in Canada gave them, 
the father had as much right to the child as 
had the mother, and as Mr. and Mrs. Warren 
have never been divorced, it was decided 
that a husband cannot steal from his wife, 
and so Warren was set free and allowed to 
retain possession of the girl.

There begins to be 
something pérsonal about it. But if one 
lives to 70 hesoon gets used to thetext with 
the threescore years and tenin it, begins to 
count himself among those who by reason of 
strength are detained to reach fourscare, of 
whom he can see a number still in reasonably 
good condition.

See him walking on a 
level surface, and he steps off almost as well 
as over, but watch him coming down a flight 
of stairs, and the family record could not tell 
his years more faithfully, He cut you dead, 
you say? Did it occur to you that he could 
not see you clearly enough to know you from 
any other son or daughter of Adam { Ho said 
he was very glad to hear it, did he, when you 
told him that your beloved grandmother bad 
just deceased ? Did you happen to remember 
that, though he does not,allow that he is deaf, 
he will not deny that he does not hear quite 
so well as he used to? No matter about his 
failings ; the longer he holds on to life, the 
longer he makes life seem to all the living 
who follow him, and thus he is their constant

They might give pa 
sympathy and prayers but these woalc 
pot always suffice, ‘‘Why cxnnot & man 
tako as much interest ina charch enter 
prise as he can in a political contest. We 
can all doagreat deal if we only go about 
it in the right way. Act as though every 
enterprise depended solely upon your 
personal effurts and then you will sooc 
find yourself deeply interested in the 
cause of which no man need hang his head 
in ahame. We know that in this, as in all 
other objects, the best to work oarnostly 
and sincerely aro the ladies. *When they 
ladies took an interest in any ebterprise 
it was sure to be a success. He arged 
the Jadies to help by their enter: 
prising zealto farther the nob'e causo 
which he knew they couldif they under- 
took the responsibility. 
av. Mr. Armstrong then mado a 
few remarks showirg the great growth of 
the church during the past century. They 
were asking for fonds to oarry on 
the work in foreign lands and ho hoped 
his request would be favorably considered.

THE GALE IN CANADA, 


4 GRAND TRUNK MAIN 
PROM THE TRACK, 


Some of the Passengers and Trainmen In- 
jured, But None Fatally—A Vactory at 
Niagara Valls, Ont., Collapses in the 
Storm. 


NIAGARA FALLS, Ont., Jan. 18.-——A regular 
cyclone struck this place at 4,50 o'clock this 
morning, starting in with a ight gale from 
the southwest incrensing in velocity, At 
about 10 o'clock the force reached 9 miles 
an hour carrying everything before it and 
destroying outbuildings, barns, trees, tele 
rape polos, railway semaphores and fences, 
Tho greatest sufferer will be the Canndian 
Wob Company. Tho wind struck the north 
wost gable .of thelr, 50x00 two-story 
factory, tearir the roof from 
brick Walls, tumbling the north 
and west walle in upon fifteen girls who were 
employed in the npper story. All of them 
escaped excspt Alico Dickout, aged 15, who 
was buried among tho bricks and debris, 
Upon medical examination the girl was found 
to have one leg broken and was badly bruised 
about the body. Damage to the factory is 
estimated at $1500, 

The Niagara Falls tobogganing slide, wont 
down in a pile of matchwood. Loss $500. 

About 11 o'clock two quays of tho 
foot and carriage suspension bridge 
thai hed been rebuilt this spring 

inpel und fell into the river, The 
erottest qustety was felt for fear that the 
brid would also go down. .

closed the approaches and would not allow 
any one to cross the structure, 

The telograph and telephoné (wires are 
down 49 «ll directions. A tree fell across the 
Rome Watertown & Ogdensburg ‘track in 
front of a freight train about 6 miles east of 
Suspension Bridge, N.Y., piling the engine 
and 1 frolght cars in the ditch. The engineer 
was badly hurt.

Blown From the Track, 

MOonTREAL, Jan, 15. —Word has been re- 
ceived at the Grand Trunk general office that 
the local train from Acton Vale for Montreal 
had been blown off the track by a gale of 
wind near St. Hilaire, and asking for assis- 
tance. A wrecking crow was at once organ- 
ized at Point St. Charles and despatched 
with the usual appliances under Superinten- 
dant Stephenson. Medical Superintendant 
Dr, Roger, accompanied the party. The ac 
cident took place while the train was passing 
the.curve a couple of miles the other side of 
St. Hilaire station. That part of the track 
is noted for the gusts of wind which rush 
through the deep gully in Beloeil Mountain, 
and sweep across it, The track as usual at 
heavy curves slants towards the centre of the 
circle of which the curve is an arc, and 
it was while the train was on this 
slant that the gale caught it and 
threw it over, The first-class car 
and the engine were left on the track but the 
baggage car, second-class car and smoking 
car were rolled over into the ditch beside the 
track. 

Several of the passengers sustained minor 
injuries and three were seriously injured and 
had to be removed to u farm house where 
they were placed under medical treatment. 
The conductor, train man and mail clerk 
were also injured. The wind threw the rear 
cars completely on thoir sides and the baggage 
car as it fell wrenched the tender over, It 
in turn threw the engine over the track and 
over on-imsLivind together threw the mass 
overturned cars caught fire @id Were -con- 
sumed, but this is denied. : 


The Worst for Many Years, 

GopeERIcH, Jan. 1§8.—A severe wind storm 
struck this town this morning. The velocity 
of the wind was about 75 miles per hour, It 
unroofed several old buildings and levelled 
fences in exposed places. A new Grand 
Trunk Railway freight car standing at the 
station was unroofed and the roof carried 
over the bank. The wires were badly used 
up but men were sent out and they are work- 
ing all right to-night. This is the worst 
storm that has occurred here for matiy years. 


Boreas’ Pranks at Hamilton, 

HAMILTON, Jan. 13.—The high wind did 
considerable damage in this vicinity to-day. 
Fences were torn down, plate glass windows 
broken and signs demolished. Residents 
along the beach say the storm was one of the 
most flerce wind storms that has struck them 
in years, A good deal of damage was done. 
The waves washed very high, and it was im- 
possible for any one to stand on the piers un- 
aided. At the race course, North Barton, a 
good deal of damage was done. A lot of the 
fencing was blown down and the driving 
sheds suffered similarly. The grandstand 
formed a sort of butt for the wind and suffer- 
ed severely. The keeper of the hotel got a 
scare, but nothing worse, 


A Terriflc Gale at Kingston, 
Kinaston, Jan. 18,—A terrific westerly 
gale has been blowing all day, Many build- 
ings haye been damaged and fences in the 
country are reported levelled in all directions, 
The weather is mild and the ground almost 
bare of snow. 


Blew in tho Glass, 
BrockviLie, Jan. 13.—A heavy wind 
storm prevailed here today. Every pane of 
glass in the Great Northwestern Telograph 
office is blown in. 


Pinyed Havoo at Tweed. 

Twrep, Jan. 13,—To-day’s wind played 
havoc with buildings in this locality, taking 
the tin roof completely off McGowan’s brick 
block and seriously damaging a number other 
buildings. Several barns were completely 
wrecked, The loss in this place is estimated 
at $2000, bs

SUIOLDE OF ANARCIISTS, 


Despair and Destitution Among the Wild- 
Eyed Foreigners. 

New York, Jan. 13.—Detective Miller of 
Brooklyn, who broke up a gang of incen- 
diaries about a year ago, states that he has 
received information which leads him to be- 
lieve thata number of anarchists in New 
York and Brooklyn have entered into a 
compact to commit suicide, At least four 
suicides have occurred recently among an- 
archists, and Miller lately received 
a letter from gn anonymous cor 
respondent telling him that the violent 
anarchists had despaired of bringing about a 
social revolution, and there was nothing left 
for them but suicide, as they were all desti- 
tute. The detective says that when he broke 
up the incendiary conspiracy he learned that 
there were sixty-two anarchists who had 
banded together to burn New York and 
Brooklyn and commitsuicide if caught or de- 
tected. He arrested nine of them, and 
though they were not convicted the arrests 
broke up the gang. They seem to have 
abandoned the incendiary idea now and to 
have resolved upon suicide pure and simple, 

In at least two cases the anarchists have 
killed their wives and children before killing 
themselves. 


A NEWSPAPER MONOPOLY. 


The Winnipeg Free Press Has the Field to 
Itself—General Northwost Nows. 

Winnirea, Jan. 13.—Tho Daily Sun, which 
was recently purchased by persons who, it

At Wycliffe, Ky., some of the principal 
business houses were wrecked and 20 people 
were injured. 

The cyclone visited Moscow, Ky., and two 
persons were killod and four or five wounded. 


It Was uw Hustler. 

Sr, Louts, Jan. 13.—The cyclone yesterday 
afternoon lasted only about five minutes, 
It left behind it a track of ruined buildings, 
unroofed houses, shattéred walls, dismantled 
churches and schools, wrecked factories and 
mills, stteots heaped with debris and telegraph 
poles blown down by thousands, 

Those killed by the cyclone were: Matthew | 
McCollum, Mra. Connors and Joseph Weaver. 
The injured were: Ida Weaver, fatally; 
Maggie and Mamie Connors, William Brady, 
Mrs. Robert, Mrs. Charles Miller and child, 
Charles Miller, Mrs. McQuade, Mra J. Ryan 
and daughter, Mrs. B. Vertield, M. J. Acker- 
man, unknown woman, James MeCosh, W.

General Throughout Western New York, 

Rocuesten, Jan. 13— Despatches from 
many points show that the cyclone 
Was general throughout Western New 
York, Churches and other buildings were 
damaged and in some cases demolished. Trees 
were torn to pleces and blown down, and 
fields, streets and highways are strewn with 
wreckage.

CINCINNATI, Jan. 13,—The storm here 
early this morning completely demoralized 
telegraphic communication. ‘Telephone 
wires were in bad shape, Much damage to 
trees and small buildings is reported through- 
out Southern Illinois. 


Two Fatalities at Rochoster, 

Rocuester, Jan. 13.—A heavy gale, reach- 
ing a velocity of 70 miles an hour, was blow- j 
ing here to<day. Great damage was done al! 
over the city. An old brick block belonging 
to the Central Railroad Company was blown 
down but all the inmates, 12 in number, es 
caped. By the fall of a chimney George 
Wetter, cabinet maker, was instantly killed. 
Plate glass, signs, poles, roofs and trees are 
down all over the city. The damage Is esti- 
mated at $5000, Expressman Seward while 
driving in a wagon was blown over and the 
horse fell on him. He was taken to a hospi- 
tal in a dying condition, Many wagons were 
overturned, 


A Freight Depot Collapnos. 

Syracuse, Jan. 138.—A terrific wind-storm 
struck this city about 3 o'clock to-day. Tho 
large Rome, Watertown & Ogdensburg 
Railroad freight depot in process of con- 
struction and nearly completed collapsed 
and was levelled to the ground. About 
40 carpenters were at work on the 
building at the time and 120f them who 
were inside were buried inthe ruins, W, 
H. Willis was taken out dead and nine others 
were badly hurt, The roof of the ponitenti- 
ary was torn off anda dozen houses in the 
city were unroofed.

GLADSTONESS PROGRAM, 


The Government's Foreign Policy to be 
Attacked—The O’Shen-Parnell Case, 

Lonpox, Jan, 18.—Mr, Gladstone proposes 
to make tack on the foreign policy of the 
Government on the openitg of Parliament 
and is in consultation with his colleagues of 
the Liberal party on the subject. His plan is 
to ask Lord Salisbury why he has allowed 
Germany to acquire a paramount position in 
East Africa which may interferd with Eng- 
land's general interests and paralyze her 
power in the whole of Africa, He will com- 
pare her attitude toward Germany and her 
doniineering treatment of Portugal, the «if.

My 
youngest darter’s got fo'teen, an’ she ain't but 
fifty-fo’ years ole.” 

Here her son Robert interrupted, and stat- 
ed that she has 123 grandchildren, with sever- 
al precincts to be heard from.

Mh, CHAPLDAU INTERVIEWED, 


The Secretary of State Talks to s New York 
| Reporter, 

| Nw Yonrx, Jan. 14—The World today 
contains the following: J. A. Chapleau, 
Secretary of State for Canada, the leader of 
the French-Canadian race, is a man of strik- 
ing and distinguished appearance, His 
charming manners, his melodious voice, his 
caglo-like eye and classic countenance, set off 
by long, wavy hair—tho style of which is 
imitated by every budding French politician 
in tho Province of Old Canada—and his mag- 
netic presence all combine to make him a re- 
markable man. Mr, Ch ipleau was yesterday 
stopping at the Brunswick in this city, where 
ho was seon by a World reporter. 

“When I left the position of Prime Minis- 
ter of the Province of Quobeo,” said Mr, 
Chapleau, with some earnestness, “I did so 
voluntarily toaccept the portfolio of Secre- 
tary of Stato for Canada, and I was then 
supported by fifty-three out cf sixty-five 
counties in that Province, And yot it might 
not be seemly for me to make predictions as 
to the future of the country. My views are 
these: The poople generally, French and 
| English, are perfectly happy under the pres- 
ent condition of affairs, and exceedingly 
{hopeful for the future of the country. In 
fact, the strides that Canada has made within 
the last ten years have boon such as to satisfy 
, everyone but the most unreasonable, Of 
course it is unnecessary to say that tho 
good feocling which had existed from the 
time of Sir George Cartier down to the un- 
fortunate outbreak of 1885 in the Northwest, 
succeoded by the other outbreak in the Prov- 
ince of Quebec under Mr, Mercier, has been 
disturbed. Up to the Riel rising and the 
Morcier agitation, the harmony between the 
people of different races and creeds in Canada 
was really all that could be desired. The 
agitation for the pardon of Riel was taken as 
8 political lever in the Province of Quebec to 
unite the French Canadians into what the 
call the National party, or Nationards, whic 
is not quite the same thing. 

“The reaction by the extreme Protestant 
party against the French National combina- 
tion, which reaction I feared and predicted 
at the timo, has now called into existence 
what is called the party of ual Rights, 
who have be to agitate for the abolition 
of all the privileges which before my com- 

triote were allowed to possess in peace. 

6 Nationalists, under Mercier, are anti- 
British in the sense that they believe 
that the French and Catholic minority 
in the Dominion of Canada do not receive 
jostice at the hands of the English and Pro- 
testant Pay eo Tho Nationalists are natu- 
rally anti-federalists; aad if some of their 
leaders have expressed opinions in favor of 
the independence of their fellow-country- 
men, itis not and it could not be the 
of the French-Canadian for the independence 
of Canada as a whole, because then these 
very Nationalists, deprived of any ap’ to 
England from the acts of the majority, 
would, from their own point of view, be ina 
worse position than they are now. 

“But the Equal Righters are a. anti French 
as the Nationalists are anti-British,and in 
the sense that they believe that the English 
minority in the Province of Quebec has not 
the full measure of justice under Mr. Mer- 
cier’s Government, th these partice will 
necessarily, and very shortly, dwindle to in- 
a. Created only by the exigencies 
of party tactics and for ‘pay 
will disa when the devvlopment of 
polities will have shown their dishonesty and 
their emptiness, 

“ As to annexation,” said Mr. Chapleau in 
reply toa question, ‘I must say that the 
French-Canadian population as a whole is en- 
tircly opposed to annexation There is, to 

t guarantee in a Catholic coun- 
try like the Province of Quebec ; and it has 
been shown in the past that the hierarchy in 
the Church, that is to say, tho t and in- 
fluential body of the bishops, is essentially 
loyal to the Crown, and will control and pre- 
vent any partial movements that might be 
made towards the dismemberment of the 
British Empire and the political union with 
a country where the same concessions would 
not be granted. We believe, in Canada, that 
We can grow and 6 id peaceably and 
healthily under the political conditions that 
exist there, leaving to time and uncontrolla- 
ble events to fix the date when our country 
shall arrive at theage of majority and be 
emancipated. : 

“The utopia of the Equal Rights party to 
impose only one language upon the people 
of Canada and to Saad unify the differ- 
ent national elements of the Dominion, is as 
absurd as would be tho idea of forcing the 
different elements of nature, which in due 
time unite together and create the various 
products of the earth. Timo is the only 
agent, and forced processes only prevent 
and retard what time would ultimately ac- 
complisa.” % A 

“Will there be any ee inaugurated 
by your Government session touching 
our international relations or looking to a 
settlement of the fisheries question?” 

“T think not.” 

“And you think, Mr, Chapleau, that 
American statesmen are mistaken when 
they assert, as Mr. Chauncey Depew asserted 
lately, that Canada yas like a ripe plum, 
which would fall intolour lap if we only 
waited!” 

“If Canada is ripe for anything it is cer 
tainly not ripe for a fall isto} yor Iap, or 
anywhere else, but ripe to go alone by hor 
self. It may be ripe for self-government, 
and under our free institutions tho plo 
have had sufficient experience of wolf Ove 
ernmont to be prepared to accept it when- 
ever the destiny of the country brings it 
about.”

MAKING ITSELF FELT, 


The Growth of Republicanism in Portugal 
—The King's Dilemma. 

Paris, Jan. 15.—A Portuguese gentleman 
hold!ng a diplomatic position here, but a 
strong tepublican, has received a letter from 
Lisbon, written before the crisis now pre- 
vailing there, which throws light on the 
events which led to it. The writer says: The 
republicans of all shades of opinion recently 
held a meeting, at which a resolution was 
unanimously adopted declaring that not one 
jot of Portugal’s rights or territory in Africa 
should be conceded to England. A petition 
was drawn up and presented to King Carlos 
urging him to maintain a firm attitude and 
informing him that a union had been affect- 
ed throughout the kingdom between republi- 
cans and monarchists to oppose any agree- 
ment with England that would compromise 
the interests and the honor of Portugal. 

Reply was made on behalf of the King that 
Portugal was notin a position to go to war 
with England, and that it would be better to 
make a peaceful settlement, even though 
concession was made, so long as honor was 
maintained. This brought forth an answer 
from the republicans warning the King that 
any concession whatever would be fatal to 
the monarchy, The King is in o fearful 
dilemma, and he would not hasten his down- 
fall by an act which would disgrace him be- 
fore the nation. 

The writer of the letter says that the re- 
publican party was never stronger in Portu- 
gal than itisnow. It has ninety-seven as- 
sociations,containingin all 18,000 active mem- 
bers. The republican party is divided into 
four groups—the nationalists, the radicals, 
the federalists and the socialists, The lines 
of demarcation between these groups are not- 
strictly drawn. The divisions lap over into 
each other, and in case of a great emergency” 
the party can easily become one. The fed- 
eralists advocate the unionof Portugal and 
Spain and the formation of the Iberian Re- 
public, embracing the entire peninsula, The 

fother groups belong to the positivist school, 

and are allied with the positivists of Brazil. 
The republicans of Portugal are more numer- 
ous in the provinces than in the cities, but- 
are fast increasing in number in Lisbon, 
Oporto, Villa, Real and Aveira. In Lisbon 
people in the smaller branches of industry 
are entousiastic republicans, Only a small 
majority of the workmen are republicans.

THIS WAS NOT IN IRELAND, 


'A Boston Constable's Alleged Cruelty te 
a Dying Woman. 

Boston, Jan. 15,—Mrs, Carroll, a widow 
with three children, has lived at No. 69 
North-street for some time past and Has sup- 
ported herself by washing. About three 
weeks ago she had to take to her bed, suffer- 
ing from consumption. For the past two 

i weeks she had not had enough monsy to pay 
her rent, Last evening shie diel. 

From the story told by her children to 
Police Capt. Cain to~lay, it would seem that 
her death was hastened by the cruel work of 
a constable, who, it is alleged, went to the 
house yesterday afternoon and demanded 
that Mrs. Carroll should cither jay the rent 
or leaye the apartments. According to tlie 
story told by the childron, it seems that the 
eldest child was at work over the kitchen 
fire when the constable came in, making 
poultices for her mother, who had an abscess 
on her neck. Without ceremony the 
constable knocked off the covers of the 
stove, tlirew water on the fire and then put the 
stove and furniture out in the yard. As the 
mother was in a serious condition, thé excite- 
ment and being left in the cold caused 
her death a few hours after the constable 
left.

Uncut Bnasllage. 


William H. Gilbert, a New York ccr- 
respondeus, says: “I found by obser- 
vation that my cows didn't digs:t all the 
grain on the stalks of cut ensilage. I be- 
lievo that if they were obliged to masticaote 
their cora mvre thoroughly there would 
be no such trouble. Corn ensilage is eaten 
too yreedily to be properly masticated, and 
I have adopted the practice of feeding it 
whole, The ears are left unon the stalka, 
whichare packed in the silo without 
cutting. The ensilage proves 
aweet and every kernel of 
ceri is seemingly thoroughly digested. 1 
have found ears of ensilazed sweet corn 
almost a’ perfect in March as when firat 
putin thesilo, There is agreat difference 
in the cost of packing cut and nucut en- 
silage, and it docsn’ttake one man more 
than twenty minutes longer twicea day 
to feed 75 cows with the whole ensilage 

‘than with cutfeed. To oslance this loss 
[ save the timeof t o extra mea in the silo 
at the time of packing, and a complement 
of men and tesms to keep the machino in 
motion. Well masticated food ia better 
and morereadiiy assimilated than undiyest-

Signs of a Good Butter Cow. 
Many of our readers may have read or 
heard something like the following: “tA 
good butter cow should have a long faco, 
wide between the eyes, the cye alert sad 
expressive and placed a long way below 
the horns. A cow with eyes near the top 
of the htad knowanomore than 3 man 
with eyes #o placed. Sheshouid have a 
larged muzzie, slim neck and yellow ekin, 
especially inside the ears ; the breathing 
shoula be reguler, the back and abdomeu 
atrong, the udder wide where it connects 
with the body, the testa equarely placed 
and the tail slim.” George Jackson com- 
ments on this as follows in the Jersey Bul- 
letin: ‘‘Practically these indications are 
worthless, excopt those which allude to 
constitutional health —robustness—and 
the formation of the udder, and are just 
as liable to be possessed in perfection by 
animals of poor dairy abilities as to indi- 
cate superiority, The perfect udder in 
sizo and form, with teats .to match and 
large abdominal proportions, suggesting 
atrong digesting and assimilating abilities, 
are alaiost certain printers for great dairy 
qualities, and the value of the cow 
sessed of theee may be contidently gauged 
thoreby, regardless of the length and +hape 
of her face ard tail, or the locstion of the 
eyes relative tou the top of ber head,

THE TORONTO BUDGET. 


MANSLAUGHTER 


Victim of Her Own Malpractico— 
Mysterious Shooting Affair—A Bear 
Tried at the Assixo.—The On- 


tario Bank Sensation. 


Caso 


TORONTO, Jan. 17,—Louis Deas, against 
whom the jury brought in a verdict of man- 
slaughter for the shooting of Michael Birtle 
on the morning of Sept. 27 Inst, was yester- 
day sentenced by Mr. Justice Stroet to ten 
years’ imprisonment in the Kingston Poniten- 
tiary. Tho prisoner made a piteous appeal 
from the dock on behalf of his wife and five 
little children who are entirely dependent 
upon him. 

Almost the sole topic of conversation in 
financial circles and on the street yesterday 
was tho “crookedness” which had been un- 
earthed down at the Ontario Bank. The 
bank officials still maintain that they will 
not lose any money, but those who profess 
considerable knowledge of the affair laugh 
at this. Mr. Harry Brown, tho defaulting 
ledger-keeper, has put the American 
boundary line between his sacred person and 
the bank directors. There was a good deal 
of speculation as to who were specially fav- 
ored by the overdrafts, Ono of the tlirectors 
said that there wore only two overdrafts of 
any considerable extent, but he refused to 
Bay who they were, The amounts 
of the overdrafts were variously stated 
at from $45,000 to $90,000. It is known that 


Brown admitted to a personal friend before 
leaving town that they were close on to 
$50,000 at least. The statement of Brown's 
affairs with the bank, which the directors 
have promised to issue, will be looked for- 
ward to with great interest by the share- 
holders, Although the stock’of the bank 
broke 6 points on Wednesday, on account of 
the rumors, it partly recovered yesterday, 

Yesterday afternoon Coroner Powell open- 
ed an inquest on the body of Mrs, Bruce 
Miller, who died on Tuesday afternoon under 
suspicious circumstances. Dr, Andrew 
Eadie stated that he was called to 
attend to the case by Mr. Miller, husband of 
the deceased. He found symptoms of mal- 
practice and treated her accordingly. She 
acknowledged having used an instrumentand 
also confessed taking a powder. Witness 
concluded that death was caused by blood 
poisoning, the result of using an instrument, 
The jury brought in a verdict that Mrs: 
Miller came to her death by criminal mal- 
practice committed by herself. 

A mysterious shooting, which took place 
night before last, resulted yesterday in two 
arrests. Justbefore the midnight in question 
cries were heard issuing from a house in 
Prospect-street, near Ontario, followed by 
several shots.5 Yesterday Detective Wat- 
son took the matter in hand and at 7 
o'clock last night arrested Malcom 
Meston, an employe in William Bryce’s 
book store, 31 Front-street west, who 
occupies room No. 15in the Romain Build- 
ings, King-street west, and Nellie Weaver, 
who claims she lives at No, 27 Soho-streot. 
It appears that the pair have been “keeping 
company” for some time, and when another 
ryoung man took the girl out for a drive 
Wednesday night Meston was much incensed, 
The three met after the drive in the 
house in Prospect-street and the 
two men quarreled. The stranger finally 
dashed out of the house, pursued, it is alleg 
ed, by Meston, who fired three shots at him 
ashedrove off in a cab. Fortunately the 
shots missed their mark. It is also said that 
the stranger came back again with three 
other men and gave Meston a thrashing, 
and the latter again fired several shots at 
them as thoy left the house. Detective Wat- 
son found Meston and the girl together when 
he made the arrest. The former is held ona 
charge of shooting with intent to kill, and 
the latter as a material witness, Two re- 
yolyers were found in atrunk in Meston’s 
room. 

There was a bear case on trial in the 
Cival Assizes yesterday. John McCreary, 
whoruns a butcher shop in Queen-street 
near Brockton-road, kept a tame bear chain- 
ed in his yard. On the night of Sunday, 
Noy. 18, 1888, John Shaw, while returning to 
his home at 45 Foxly-street, was attacked by 
the bear, which had escaped from the 
yard. Shaw sustained serious injuries and 
nartrowly escaped with his life. He sued 
Mr. and Mrs. McCreary for $2000 damages, 
and his father, Matthew Shaw,claimod $300, to 
compensate him for the trouble and expense 
of nursing his son while recovering from the 
wounds inflicted by the animal. The action 
against Mrs. McCreary was dismissed and a 
verdict of $400 with costs was given against 
the defendant, John McCreary, divided as

CANADIAN FISHBERIBS. 


One of the firet things which the 
Dominion Parliament will bave to con- 
sider at its present session will be the 
advisability of renewing'che modus viv- 
endiof the fisheries. The New York 
Sun says Canada will bs anwise not to 
renew it. Tho msinreasch, theSuo Faye, 
for supposing that the Canadians will 
prolong the modus virendi is thot it 4° 
advantageous to the Dominicn. The two 
years ofits continuauce have. becn years 
of tranquility all along the coasts, whereas 
the years preceeding had been foll of 
contention which frequently took a peril- 
ousform, Canada very well understands 
thatthe British Government fis a litde 
impatient at boing émbroiled in fishery 
disputes w:th tho United States on her 
‘accotnt; she also understands that itis 
hardly prudent to subject herself to the 
risk of putting in-operation the retaliatory 
legislation, still on our statute books by 
adopting au unfriendly attitude toward 
this country. 

Besides, the modus vivendi is a Girect 
benéfitto Canada: ltisa license systom 
and(eho profits by, licenses. Not only 
does it give'the authorized use cf her 
harbors'to the small proportion of our 
fishing vessels thatreally need to use them 
and might otherwise risk doing so un- 
lawfully, but it produces a revenue which 
helps‘pay the expense of the Canadian 
protective service, It is true that the 
income from this eource is not large, but 
itis said-to have been about twice as great 
the second season as the first, so that the 
increase may 20 on; while the greater the 
number of American vessels taking out 
licenses, the fewer, presumbly, will be 
the attempts to brack the customs regu- 
lationsand fishery laws, and heri.c ths 
leas will he the protective service re- 
quired. 

Thelicense fees under the modus viv- 
endi are slso larger than under the old 
license * ‘system, which was introduced 
after the expiration of the treaty of 1854. 
Then the charge was only 50 cents per ton 
op thevessel’s tonnage, and now it is 
three times as much. It is true that 
under the former system the fee was 
doubled the second year, bot many ves- 
selsthen refased to renew their licenses, 
whilé'raising itto $2 a ton drove off 
nearly allthe rest. Yet in those days 
the licence carried theright to fish in 
inshore waters, while now it gives no 
such rights, but only those of baying bait, 
ice and other supplies, landing and ship- 
ping men, andtransferring the catch. In 
Various ways, accordingly, the modus 
viveadi is a good thing for Canada, what- 
everit may be for our fisherman, and that 
country wou'd be onwise not to renew it,

ed with the suspicion that they are reasons

For sone time past it has been apparent 

to those about the Grand Trunk shops that 
some changes are under cont mmplation but 
of what magnitado is not yet generally 
known.

There is 
a feeling amony tho men that there is some 
thing more than this in the wind, but just 
how great the intorests aro that aro in’ 
volved in the anticipated changes thoy aro 
notinformed, A reporter saw Mr, Robb 
yostorday who said ‘‘yos Mr, Harkam has 
been here, but ho ts hore often, He has 
directed to have some nocossary improve 
ments made about tbe coal yard 
I don’t know that he is going to make 
any groat changos such as you hoar of. 
The work of my department will of neo 
ceacity be increased by the laying _of the 
double track.

The Portuguese Boycott. 

Lisnon, Jan. 18,—Mobs of workmen and 
sailors parade the streets denouncing Eng» 
land. There are many hundreds of adhesions 
to the commercial plan of campaign received 
from owners of machine building works, 
Steamship companies have transferred their 
contracts for coal and iron to Belgium. 
Englishmen employed by the Government 
are given the alternative of dismissal or 
naturalization, English flags have been 


bought and publicly burned in several 
towns. 


A Republican Manifesto. 

LisBON, Jan, 17,—Tho Seculo published to- 
day an unsigned manifesto headed “Tho 
Directory of the Portuguesé Republicans to 
the Nation.” It denounces yociferously the 
English ultimatum and advocates the re 
publican federation of the Latin nations 
and the adhesion of Portugal to such 
federation. It declares the movement for 
& federation of Latin republics is steadily 
making great progress and the force of that 
movement is seen and felt in the revolution 
in Brazil. The manifesto does not advocate 
a revolution in Portugal at present and is 
moderate in tone throughout, except as to 
the denunciation of England’s action. 

All the papers, Republican as well as 
others, adviso prudence and moderation in 
tho present crisis. The extravagances of the 
school boys in the street demonstrations 
seem to have opened the eyes of the men of 
the country to the folly and danger of that 
way of treating international difficulties. 


John Bull Is Calm. 

Lonpon, Jan. 17,—In contrast to the ex- 
cited state of popular feeling in Lisbon and 
other cities of Portugal over the action of 
the British Government in the Southeast 
African dispute, the English public is 
singularly apathetic. While the excited 
Portuguese are marching through the 
streets howling and cursing, and in the ex- 
uberance of their impotent rage burning 
British flags, the staid and stolid English- 
man calmly. pursues his daily vocation ap- 
parently unmindful of the gravity of the 
situation, for it is still grave. Though the 
late Portuguese ministry accepted the ulti- 
matum of Lord Salisbury perforce, there is 
no guarantee that the new government will 
acquiesce in the action of its predecessors in 
office, but there is rather a great likelihood 
that popular clamor anda desire to disarm 
the republican element by an appeal to its 
patriotism will impel the ministry to undo 
the action of the Gomez government and 
engage ina hopeless fight for the preserva- 
tion of the national dignity and honor, trust-~ 
ing to the sympathy of the powers to inter- 
fere in its behalf. 


You Pays Your Money, etc, 

Lonpon, Jan. 18,—The Portuguese corre> 
pondence was published yesterday in a blue 
book, The News, commenting on the de- 
spatches, says: “They confirm the opin 
ion that Lord Salisb had led 
avery strong case ates ee, 
His despatches insult Senhor Gomes by im- 
plying a disbelief in Gomes’ word. It is 
doubtful whether any further negotiations 
will be possible between the Governments for 
a long time,” —

Fly 
with him! Jehosheba, you hold in your 
arms tho cause of God and good goverment, 
Fail, and ho is slain. Succeed, and you turn | 
the tide of the world’s history in the right | 
direction, It scems as if botwoen the young 
king and his assassins there is nothing but the 
frail arm of a woman. But why spend our 
time in praising this bravery of expedition | 
when God asks the same thing of you and 
me! All avoundus arethe imperiled children 
of a great King, 

They are bornof Almighty parentage, and 
will cometo a throne or a drown, if permitted. 
But sin, thoold Athaliah, goes forth to the 
massacre, Murderous temptations are out 
for the assassination. 

There are sleeping in your cradles by night, 
there are playing in your nurseries by day, 
imperial souls waiting for dominion, and 
whichover side the cradle they get out will de- 
cido the destiny of empires. For each one of 
those children sin and boliness contend— 
Atbaliah on the one side and Jehosheba on 
the other. But I hear people say; ‘‘What’s 
the use of bothering children with religious 
instruction? Let them grow up and choose 
for themselves, Don't interfere with their 
volition,” Suppose somicone had said to Jeho- 
sheba; “Don’t interfere with that young 
Joash.

From what 
has been sald of the fleshiness and gross- 
ness of athletes and from representations 
on vases, Which show us men running 
with their arms spread out—to increase 
their speed, as the German commenta- 
tors soy quaintly enough—we may fair- 
ly conjecture that their performances 
were moderate ag regards time. The 
Greeks had no means of taking the time 
of races at all accurately, and ran mere-

AN INSURANOP SWINDLE. 


Tho Prudential Life Cheated Out of $10,- 
000 by Bogus Claims. 

New York, Jan. 19.—Charles Fillicki and 
Charles Falkenheim were arraigned here to- 
day charged with swindling the Prudential 
Life Insurance Company. The men’ were 
formerly employed as agents at the New York 
office of the company but were discharged 
for dishonesty. They with four other agents 
went to Utica and wero employed as agents 
by the branch office of the company there. 
They hatched a plot to cheat the company 
by means of bogus policies for $1000 which 
were made out with fictitious names. 
After paying a month’s premium they 
made out false certificates of the 
deaths of the policyholders and collected the 
money. Dr. Brownell of Utica, was let into 
the scheme and certifled to the health of the 
alleged subscribers and got $5 for every cer- 
tiflcate. The agents also collected the $150 
commission‘on each policy. The insurance 
company was swindled out of $10,000 before 
anything wrong was suspected. Dr. Brownell 
was then arrested and the agents fled in all 
directions. Descriptions of them were sent 
here and the police arrested Fellecki and Fal- 
kenhoim. They were turned over to officers 
from Utica. 


THE RIVER OF DEATH. 


A Steamboat Collision in the Mississippi— 
Four Lives Lost. 

VicxssvunG, Jan, 19—Tho steamboat Katio 
Robbins, bound for Yazoo, collided 
last night 35 miles above Vicks- 
burg, with a barge towed by the 
steamer Josie Harkins. The barge capsized 
and sank, dumping her load, 3000 sacks of 
seed and 30 bales of cotton, into the river. 
The Robbins’ hull was crushed in 
on the starboard side just forward of her 
furnace doors and sank to ber hurricane 
deck in less than three minutes. Four of her 
deck crew are missing and are undoubtedly 
lost. Clerk Phipps and several passengors 
had narrow escapes, Tho Harkins is unin- 
jured, the Robbins is evidently a total loss, 


SLASHING RATES. 


The Northwestern Roads Keeping Up a 
Lively Fight. 

Cuicago, Jan. 19.—The action of the 
Chicago, Burlington and Northern in further 
reduciig second class passenger rates between 
St. Paul and Chicago to $5, has been 
met by the Wisconsin Central, the St. Paul 
and the Stickney lina’ The cut has affected 
the Duluth and Ashland rates and involved 
the Milwaukee, Lake Shore & Western. Tho 
Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe has given notice 
that taking effect Feb. 1, it will sell tickets 
to Indianapolis from Kansas City via Chicago 
at tho rate now charged via St, Louis. This 
practically amounts to a reduction of rate 
from Kansas City to Chicago and will no 
doubt provoke a bitter fight.

There has beon a great deal of whispered 
talk in upper art circles of London for months 
past concerning Mr. Ruskin’s condition and 
the peculiar circumstances by which he 
is environed. Thore has been no public com- 
ment on the matter because of 
sire among his most intimate frien ds—Swin- 
burne, Burne, Jones and others—to have 
nothing said about it, 

Now. however, the removal of his publisher 
from Orpington to London and the change 
in tho sale of Ruskin’s books from the 
no-discount system, which be instituted 
| to the ordinary methods prevailing in tho 
| book trade, together with other circumstan- 
i 


a general de- 


ces, make further secrecy impossible. 

Mr. Ruskin’s mind has been gradually 

foiling for seven or eight years, Tho first 

| public suspicion of the fact occurred at 
Oxford in 1886, when after delivering several 
lectures of a series he broke down during 
the delivery of one, became incoherent on tho 
Platform and greatly excited the foeolings of 
the sympathetic audience, He delivered no 
more lectures there and the matter was hush- 
ed up. 

His health improved and in 1888, the oc- 
casion of his last visit to London, he went to 
the Royal Acadamy, the Grosvenor and other 
galleries in company with Oscar Wilde, 
and was never more perspicacious in com- 
mentor brilliant in conversation. At this 
time he said he should not immediately re- 
turn to Brentwood, his residence in Cumber- 
land, and he tooka place at Sandsgate in 
Kent, 

He then went to France, and after spend- 
ing some time at Amiens went thence to Flor- 
ence on a visit to Miss Alexander and 
seemed in good health. At Venice, however, 
he had an attack and broke down mentally,

Salisbury’s Hand Forced. 

Lonpon, Jan. 19.—Lord Salisbury’s hand 
was forced by the conduct of the Portuguese 
officials of Mozambique and Nyassaland. He 
will not listen to proposals for a conference; 
but now that Portugal has yielded, he is per- 
fectly willing to discuss amicably the details 
of an eventual understanding regarding the 
territory in dispute, and to show every con- 
sideration of natural susceptibilities. But 
the first condition will be the loyal desire of 
the Portuguese Government to carry out 
their pledges of withdrawal. The British floot 
will be present, within striking distance of 
Mozambique, to see that this is done. If 
Senhor Pimental’s Cabinet will act with 
frankness, Lord Salisbury will do nothing to 
jeopardize monarchical institutions at Lisbon 
or to wipe Portugal out of East Africa. He 
has no desire to see that vast continent inthe 
hands of France and Germany elone, The 
wild ravings of the Paris and Madrid news- 
papers amuso rather than disturb the British 
public, The cancelling of British contracts 
by Lisbon mer¢ghants,the returning of British 
goods, the boycotting of everything English 
and the studied insults that are being prepar- 
ed for the British Minister's wife, Mrs, Petre, 
who has done much for Lisbon society, only 
provoke pity and contempt. Fortunately, 
anger which suddenly rises does not usually 
last long. 


The Land Bill, 

Lonpon, Jan. 19.—The Government are 
threatened with increasing troubles over the 
Land Bill. A powerful deputation of the 
Antrim Central Tenant Rights’ Association 
has waited on Mr. Balfour, urging that the 
new Land Purchase Bill should be compul- 
sory. Mr. Balfour could not promise that, 
and only undertook to consider it. In order 
to embarrass the Government some of the 
Opposition talk of promoting a struggle in 
the Commons in favor of compulsion; but 
this is only in hope of securing the ear of the 
Ulster men. A good deal of interest attaches 
to what after all will be the Government 
scheme, It will not be surprising if it be 
based on Sir G. O, Trevelyan’s proposals of 
May, 1884, when it was suggested that 
£20,000,000 sterling should be advanced, not 
more than £5,000,000 in one year, Since then 
nearly £10,000,000 has been exkausted under 
Lord Ashbourne's Act. Possibly the Govern- 
mont will limit further supply to another 
£10,000,000, which, at £5,000,000 a year, will 
provide sufficient to carry the measure till 
the general election. 


Herbert Gladstone’s Slanderer, 

Lonpon, Jan. 10.—Mr. Herbert Gladstone's 
recovery of $5,000 damages from Colonel 
Malleson is an exemplary punishment, Col- 
onel Malleson is a rabid anti-Gladstonian and 
an old Jingo. He is also well known in the 
city asa ‘Guinea-pig.” He repeated in an 
Indian journal a groundless story to the 
effect that Mr. Herbert Gladstone was mixed 
up in an intrigue with the wifo of one of the 
baronets created on his father’s recommen- 
dation; and by insinuating that Herbert was 
a chip of the old block, the Colone ] endeavor- 
ed to revive the scandalous stories concerning 
the Grand Old Man which arose many years 
ago out of his midnight rescue work, Of 
course, thore has never been tho slightost 
ground for these outrageous accusations, 
But Colonel Malleson is a vindictive poll- 
ticlan.

PORTUGAL WILL YIELD FULLY T0 


SALISBURY’S DEMANDS. 


A Big Row tn tho French Chamber of 
Deputieos—Tho Military Called in to 
Eject Turbulent Mombers—The New- 
foundland Fishories. 


LONDON, Jan, 21.—The movement for legal- 


izing the investment of trust funds in Colon- | 


jal securities is making satisfactory progress 
although matters have not yet reached 
the final stage, Tho result of the discussions 
by the Colonial ropresentatives /in tho 
Department Committeo of tho Treasury 
will probably bea bill in Parliamont next 
session legalizing such investment, except 
whore expressly forbidden by trust deed, in 
all Colonial socurities which haye averaged 
a certain minimum price above par during 
the previous six months, This minimum 
will be fixed by a sliding scale according to 
the interest borne by the stock. If carried 
through the scheme will largely extend the 
market for Colonial securities, 


Portugal Gives In. 

LISBON, Jan. 20,—The Portuguese Govern- 
inent finding the powers unwilling to mediate 
in the dispute between Portugal and England 
concerning territory in East Africa, will sub- 
mit to Lord Salisbury’s full demands under 
protest, whilo at the same time it will try to 
conciliate Portuguese public opinion. 

The editors of papers published here haye 
convoked a meeting to promote the soheme 
for obtaining subscriptions for the national 
defence. 

Several thousand worknien paraded here 
to-day filling the air with patriotic cries. 
The parade converged at the offices of the 
Commercial Association and presented a pro- 
test against the British ultimatum. 


THE MILITARY CALLED IN. 


A Lively Session of the French Chamber 
of Deputios. 


Panis, Jan. 20,—In the Chamhor of Depu- 
ties M. Coustans, Minister of the Interior, 
explained that the Government annulled the 
municipal credits in favor of strikers in the 
department of the Rhone because the munici- 
pal authorities exceeded their powers. 

M. Joffrin mounted the tribune to speak. 
His appearance was the signal for a demon- 
stration of hostility apparently planned by 
the Boulangistea. There was a tremend- 
ous uproar. Joffrin was seated in place 
of Boulanger when the latter's election was 
annulled. Deronlede, Boulanger’s eutenant 
and the leader of the demonstration was cen- 
sured and ordered to withdraw. Ho refused 
and the sitting was suspended. 

The military was called upon and soldiers 
forcibly removed Deronlede from the cham- 
ber. 

M. Joffrin endeavored to resume his re- 
marks. The Boulangists and Reactionists 
renewed their protests, The Boulangist Mil- 
leyoie denounced the admission of Joffrin to 
thechamber, Millevoie refused to withdraw 
and the sitting was again suspended, 

Upon the resumption Laguerre, another 
Boulangist, declined to permit Joffrin to 
speak, Ho met the fate of Millevoie and 
there was a third suspension of the session. 

Finally the Boulangists all left the Cham- 
ber. 

Joffrin then condemned the annulment of 
the Credits and attacked Boulanger. 

The Chamber dismissed the subject by a 
vote of 292 to 52, 


The Newfoundland Fisheries, 

Paris, Jan. 20,—In the Chamber of Depu- 
ties to-day M. Flourens questioned the Goy- 
ernment regarding the rights of French fish- 
ermen in Newfoundland. He contended the 
rights of France were violated by the pre- 
tence of the Newfoundland authorities to 
interpret the treaty of Utrecht in a way to 
exclude French fishermen from privileges 
they were entitled to. 

M. Spuller, Minister of Foreign Affairs, 
said France had by treaty a limited sover- 
eignty on certain parte of the Newfoundland 
coast for certain purposes, But the arrange- 
ments between England and France did not 
accord with the views of the Newfoundland 
Parliament, and the case was more difficult 


and delicate than formerly, He 
referred to the complications which 
had arisen = regarding the lobster 


fishery and said negotiations are pending, 
but the negotiations are complicated by 
private claims, The minister denied the 
English Government had authorized an officer 
to notify French fishermen they could not 
take lobsters this season. That government 
had confirmed all arrangements made by tho 
ministry of M. Goblet. There was no reason 
why the fishermen should not continue their 
industry. 

M. Flourens protested that the rights of the 
men were violated and the Government did 
not protect them as energetically as itshould. 

M. Freppel and M. Cassaguac introduced 
resolutions favoring a vigorous assertion of 
the rights of France. 

Several members demanded that the 
Chamber proceed to the order of the day, 
which was adopted. 


Jaime Visits Timbuctoo. 

Panis, Jan, 20.—For the second time Tim- 
buctoo has been reached by steamboats, 
This time the journey has been made by 
Liout, Jaime, of the French Navy, with the 
gunboats Niger and Mage, It was with the 
Niger that Lieut, Caron mado the first trip 
to Timbuctoo in the summer of 1887. The 
only news yet received is that Liout. Jaime: 
started from Kulikoro on the Upper Niger 
on Sept. 16 last, that he made the journey of 
about 800 miles to Timbuctoo in safoty, ro- 
mained in the famous city fora short time, 
and then returned up the river, The entire 
journey occupied only «ix weeks. Tho 
natives everywhere gave him a friendly re 
ception. This is very different from tho 
experience of Lieut, Caron, In the first 
place Tidiani, the young prince who rules 4 
country of about 50,000 square miles, 
with a population of a million, on 
the right bank of the Niger, was op- 
posed to Caron going to Timbuctoo, be- 
causo he feared the French would draw 
away the trade of that city, from which ho 
derives large profit. ‘You cannot go thero,” 
he cried, when Caron visited him, ‘You 
come to my house, into my room, but that 
gives you no right to visit my wives, If you 


try to go to Timbuctoo there will be war,” 
But yn, nothing daunted, went on his 
w d the prince thought bettar of his 
t d did not try to molest him. He, 


r, used his influence with tho people 
mbuctoo to induce them to give the ox- 
pl a hostile reception. Caron was not 


pm tted to go to the city itself which is 
ne ul miles from the river, and after a stay 
of «ue day at the post be was glad enough to 
g¢@l .way without fighting,

A fow of * Rolly’s” acquaintances who had 
also gathered to attond the baseball meeting 
wero almost dumbfounded when they saw 
him marched off by the officers. : 

The warrant for his arrest was issued by 
Mr, Hugh Miller, J,P., early in the afternoon 
and charges that ‘on Aug, 27, 1889, William 
Rowan Moffatt did foloniously steal the sum 
of 8399.06 of the moneys of the Bank of On- 
tario,” This little piece of blue paper was 
handed to Detective Inspector Stark at 8 
o'clock by Walter Barwick, solicitor for the 
bank, The Inspector at once detailed Detec- 
tives Davis and Alf Cuddy to effect the ar- 
rest, Mr. Barwick meanwhile awaiting the 
issue of their errand in the Inspector's private 
office, 

In less than half an hour the officers re- 
turned with their man, who was at once 
rushed through the corridors upstairs to the 
Inspector's office, There “Rolly” had oa 
conversation with Mr. Barwick, which lasted 
about five minutes, when he was searched 
and taken down to the cells in the basement, 
There he will remain until this morning 
when he will be arraigned in the Police Court 
and asked to plead. Last night his friends 
were flying around arranging for the noces- 
sary bail. 

“Rolly” seemed to feel his position very 
keenly. When arrested he could not make 
out what the officers really wanted, and it 
was not untilhe had seen Inspector Stark 
that he began to realize how decidedly un- 
pleasant was his adventure, 

Tho sergeant’s slate at Headquarters, bore 
the following ontry: 

William Rowan Moffatt, age 32, occupation 
bank olerk, residence 197 College-strect, national- 
ity Canadian, charge larceny, complaint Bank of 
Ontario. 

Mr. William Laidlaw, Q.C., counsel for 
Mr, Moffatt, was telephoned to by Mr. 
Barwick from Police Headquarters, and at 
103§ o'clock visited the accused. He said 
afterwards that Mr. Moffatt was completely 
at a loss to account for the 8390.06, which he 
stands charged with stealing. He had no 
knowledge of it, but it might possibly have 
been ono of the Lee checks, which had been 
marked and sent through. 

The news of the arrest of ‘‘Roily” Moffatt 
created a sensation on the street, and it was 
hinted that other arrests might follow of a 
still more sensational nature, However, 
no one else was apprehended, It has been 
known that Moffatt has been under surveil- 
lence for the past ten days, but he never 
made the faintest bluff at leaving the city. 
He even refused yesterday afternoon to ac- 
company a friend out of town to his country 
residence to spend the night. 

Whatever the amount of the Ontario Bank 
losses by these “irregularities” Harry Brown, 
the absent ledger-keeper, seems to have got 
away with the lion’s share—nearly $40,000 it 
issaid. It is understood that whon Mr. Bar- 
wick visited him in Buffalo he volunteered to 
sond a statement of the bases on which he 
would settle with the bank to Ald. Lindsey, 
who is Brown's solicitor, That document 
is now in Mr. Lindsey's possession, 
but what its contents are is only probably 
known to himself and Brown. Some of the 
latter's friends are circulating the report that 
he never left Canada at all; that he is at his 
former home in Goderich, But that yarn is 
all moonshine; Brown is over in Buffalo, 
and he is likely to stay there until he gets a 
settlement with the bank and immunity from 
prosecution, Such things have been done 
before by financial corporations when deal- 
ing with dishonest employes. 


DARING ROBBERY. 


A Montreal Jeowoler Victimized to the 
Tune of $8000. 


Montreal, Jan. 20.—A daring robbery 
was perpetrated to-night in the jewelry 
store of W. 8. Walker, Notre Dame-stroet, 
Mr, Walker is a leading diamond dealer and 
always has a tempting display in his window. 
At 5.50 when the street was crowded, two 
men stopped at the window, the one witha 
piece of picture frame fastened the door, the

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He Had Not Suffered From It For Years, 
But Necrosis Resulted. 

Bancor, Me., Jan, 20.—One of the most 
singular cases in the history of surgery in 
New England resulted in the déath of Otis 
Gilmore, a prominent Bangor lawyer, yes: 
terday. A week ago yesterday morning when 
Mr. Gilmore awoke, he was suffering much 
pain in one of his legs. He thought it an 
attack of rheumatism, but after undergoing 
the pain for some time physicians were sum- 
moned, and after an examination they told 
him that he had suffered a spontaneous 
fracture of the hip bone from necrosis of the 
thigh bone resulting from an old wound, 

Mr. Gilmore is a veteran of the civil war, 
and while serving in tae Fifteenth Maine 
received a wound which to all appearances 
healed. He has never swiered {any discom- 
fort from it, but the physicians told him that 
all these years the wound had been at work 
and the pusfrom the internal suppuration 
was absorbed by the bone, causing a soften- 
ing. The process continued until the bone 
was perfectly dead, and the weight of his 
body transversely applied had broken it. 

The lack of vitality rendered it impossible 
to set the limb and have it unite, and the suf- 
ferer was told that amputation was necessary, 
but that even then there was only a slight 
chance for his life. He submitted to the 
operation and the limb was taken from him 
as closely to his body as possible, 1t was 
hoped that there would be suffio’ent vitality 
to heal the wound and'save his ufe. For a 
week he survived, and yesterday it was ap- 
nounced that the chances for his recovery 
were good, but last night an artery in the 
wound gave way, and though the surgeons 
caught it up as soon as possible Mr. Gil- 
more’s strength failed and he (lied in a few 
hours. Such cases are oxtremely rare.

barreled, smooth bore, fitted for percus-

The best of the lot, perhaps, was a dou- 
ble barreled No. 12 shot gun, but it had 
flint locks. Also, there were some old 
tower muskets, which might or might 
not throw straight at seventy yards. | 
took six Kaflirs with me, and three good 
horses, which were supposed to be salted 
—that is, proof against sickness, Among 
the Kaffirs was an old fellow named In- 
daba-zimbi, which, being translated, 
means ‘tongue of iron,” 

Isuppose he got this name from his 
strident voice and cxhaustless eloquence. 
This man was a great character in his 
way. He had been a ‘noted witch- 
doctor among a neighboring tribe, and 
came to the station under the following 
circumstances, which, as ho plays & con- 
siderable part in this history, are per- 
haps worth recording, ‘ 

Two years before my father's death I 
had occasion to search the country 
round for some lost oxen. After a long 
and useless quest it occurred to me that 
I had better go to the place where the 
oxen were bred by a Kaffir chief, whose 
name I forgot, but whose kraal was 
about fifty miles from our station. 
There Iwent,and found the oxen safe 
at home. The chief entertained me 
handsomely, and on the following morn- 
ing I went to pay my respects to him 
before leaving, and was somewhat sur- 
prised to find a collection of some hun- 
dreds of men and women sitting round 
him anxiously watching the sky, in 
which the thunder-clouds were banking 
up in a very ominous way. 

“You had better wait, white man,” 
said the chief, ‘‘and see the rain doctors 
fight the lightning.” 

I inquired what he meant, and learned 
that this man, Indaba-zimbi, had for 
some years occupied the position of 
wizard-in-chief to the tribe, although he 
was not a member of it, having been 
born in the country now known as 
Zululand. But a son of the chief's, a 
man of about 30, had lately set up asa 
rival in supernatural powers. This irri- 
tated Indaba-zimbi beyond measure, and 
a quarrel ensued between the two witch 
doctors that resulted in a challenge to 
trial by lightning being given and ac- 
cepted. These were the conditions. 
The rivals must await the coming of a 
serious thunderstorm, no ordinary tem- 
pest would serve their turn. Then, 
carrying assegais in their hands, they 
must take their stand within fifty paces 
of each other upon a certain patch of 
ground where the big thunderbolts were 
observed to strike continually, and by 
the exercise of their oocult powers and 
invocations to the lightning, must strive 
to avert death from themselves and 
bring it on their rival. The terms of 
this singular match had been arranged 
a month previously, but no storm worthy 
of the occasion had arisen. Now the 
local weather prophets believed it to be 
brewing. 

I inquired what would Happen if 
neither of the men were struck, and 
was told that they must then wait for 
another storm, If they escaped the 
second time, however, they would be 
held to be equal in power, and be jointly 
consulted by the tribe on occasions of 
importance, 

The prospect of being a spectator of 
50 unusual a sight overcame my desire 
to be gone, and I accepted tho chief's in- 
vitation to see it out. Before midday I 
regretted it, for though the western 
heavens grew darker and darker, and 
the still air heralded the coming of the 
storm, yet itdid not come, By 4 o'clock 
it became obyious that it must burst 
soon—at sunset, the old chief said, and 
in the company of the whole assembly I 
moved down to the place of combat. 
The kraal was built on the top of a hill, 
and below it the land sloped gently to 
the banks of a river about half a mile 
away. On the hither side of the bank 
was the piece of land that was, the na- 
tives said, “loved of the lightning.” 
Here the magicians took up their stand 
while the spectators grouped themselves 
on the hillside about two hundred yards 
away, which was, I thought, rather téo 
near to be pleasant. 

When we had sat there for awhile my 
curiosity overcame mo, and I asked 
leave of the chief to go down and inspect 
the arena. Ho said I Might do so at my 
own risk, I told him that the fire from 
above would not lhiurt white men, and 
went and found that it waga bed of iron 
ore, thinly covered with grass, which of 
course accounted for its attracting the 
lightning from the storms ag they trav- 
eled along the line of the river. At each 
end of this ironstone area were placed 
the combatante, Indaba-zimba facing the 
east, and his rival tho west, and before 


each there burned a little fre nade of | 


some scented root, Moreover, they were 
dressed in all tho paraphernalia of their 
craft, snake skins, fish bladders, and I 
know not what besides, while round their 
necks hung ctrolets of baboong’ teeth 
and bones from human hands, First I 
went to tho western end where the 
chief's son stood.

DEATH OF INSPECTOR WOLFF. 


He Succumbs to Complications Resulting 
from an Operation. 


Montrear, Jan. 21.—James Fitzgerald 
Wolff, Special Agent and Inspector of Cus- 
toms, died at 544 o'clock this morning at 
Strong's Hospital, University-street, after 
about a month’s illness, Deconsed had beeu 
in good health up to about a week before 
entering the hospital when he was attacked 
severely with neuralgia in the face which 
developed into ulceration of the teeth and 
jaw. 

He left St. Lawrence Hall, where he had 
latterly made his home, for the purpose of 
undergoing an operation at Strong’s institu- 
tion, which was performed about two week’s 
ago, a portion of the jaw and the diseased 
teoth being removed. Complications subse- 
quently set in, accompanied with pneumonia, 
to which he succumbed this morning. 

Mr. Wolff was the son of the late Dr, 
Wolff of Quebec and was 48 years of age, 
He was appointed in 1879 an inspector of cus- 
toms by the present Ottawa administration, 
which position he filled with marked satis- 
faction. He was married to Mrs. Wood, 
widow of the late Mr. Wood a merchant of 
Brockville, who with a son and daughter sur- 
vive him. 

Mr, Wolff left considerable property, be- 
sides an insurance policy on his life for 
$11,000. His remains will be interred at 
Ottawa. 

Mr. McMichael, Inspector of Customs at 
Toronto, takes temporary charge of the Mon- 
treal office.

THE NEWS IN LONDON 


A Gossippy Letter from Edmund Yatos--« 
Cumberland’s Pearls, 

Lonpon, Jan, 21L.—The reason of the very 
eloquont telegrams sent by tho German Em- 
peror on the death of Lord Napler is that the 
old Emporor, his grandfather, had tho wreat- 
est admiration forhim. He always con idered 
him tho mostbrilliant of the English soldiers, 
and whenever Lord Napier wont to Germany 
ho was the Emperor t and most honored 
friend. Everyone connected with his grand- 
father, and eve ryone of whom he approved, 
is sacred in the oyes of the present Emperor, 
and whon he heard of Lord Napier’s death 
he at once telegraphed the message which 
surprised and pleased everyone in England, 
Lord Napier owed much of his success to bis 
power of endurance and great strength and 

| to his wonderful capacity of being ablo to got 
sleep almost any moment, undor any circum 
stance and for as long o time as was neces 
sary. No ono, perhaps, ever possessed this 
faculty to so marked ‘, and brother 
officers who wore \\ n the expedition 
against Tantia To vy that while 
they always consi! \ most brilliant 
and able soldier, ty sught he was not 
likely to live very long, for he was always 
dropping off to sleep without the slightest 

\ warning, which they considered a sign of 

{ great weakness. 

The pearls of the Empress Augusta wera 
famous, but are inferior to those now poe 
sessed by the Duke of Cumberland, which 
are the finestin Europe, These pearls and 
other jewels, tho whole being worth about 
£160,000, were awarded to the late King 
George of Hanover in 1857, after a dispute of 
twenty years, oy they had been claimed by 
the Queen on the death of William 1V. Part 
of them were brought originally from Han- 
over, and the remainder had been the private 
property of Queen Charlotte, who left them 
toher son Ernest, Duke of Cumberlaad, 
and afterward King of Hanover. A com- 
mission, consisting of Lord Wensleydale, Vice 
Chancellor Wood, afterward Lord Chancel 
lor, and Lawrence Peel, was appointed by 
Lord Palmerston to investigate the matter 
and they unanimously awarded nearly all the 

wels to the King of Hanover, a decision 
which greatly annoyed the Queen and Princa 
Albert. George IIL, by will, left Queen 
Charlotte all the jewels which had been given 
to her, and they were valued at £20,000, But 
many of them were seized by George IV. and 
disappearod during his reign, as did a number 
of crown jewels, including the celebrated 
Stuart sapphire, which was given by Carina] 
York to George IIL and by George IV. pre 
sented to Princess Charlotte on his marriage, 
and after hor death Prince Leopold was 
obliged to return itand a few years after- 
ward it reappeared in the headdress of Lady 
Conyngham. 

The Princess Maria hashada very sharp 
attack of the influenza, and has really been 
very ill, while her natural tendency to bron- 
chitis has made everyone anxious less com- 
plications should arise.

King Milan ought to be in very comforta- 
ble circumstances, for his allowance from the 
Servian Government is £1,000 per month, 
paid without deductions; and in order to pre 
vent him making indiscreet and embarrassing 
revelations the Emperor of Austria gives him 
£400 a month. It is reported in Berlin that 
King Milan informed the Emperor of Austria 
that he was going to write his reminiscencet 
in the hope of adding to an inadequate in 
come, and the hint was promptly taken. 

The Khan of Khiva and the Emir of Bok 
hara are to make a tour through Europe this 
year; but the Russian government stipulated 
that they are not to visit England, which is a 
real blessing.

ON THE HOME STRETCH. 


Nellie Bly Speeding Across the Continent 
-Miss Bisland’s Ill Luck. 

San Francisco, Jan. 21.—The stpamer 
Oceanic with Nellie Bly among the passen- 
gers arrived at 9}¢ this morning. Miss Bly 
was taken off in a tug and conveyed at ence 
to Oakland where she boarded a special train 
and started for the overland journey via the 
Southern Pacific and Atlantic and Pacific 
routes. 


Miss Bly started from the dock at Hoboken, 
opposite New York City, at 9.40.30 o'clock 
the morning of Noy. 14, 1859, bound for 
Southampton. Arriving there she took a 
railroad train for London, and thence her 
journey lay through Calais, Paris and Turin. 
From the latter point sho was whirled to 
Brindisi, and from there by the Peninsular 
and Oriental steamer to Ismalia. Then on te 
Aden and across the Arabian Sea to Colombe 
on tho Island of Ceylon. A change of steamers 
was made bere, and the long trip to Singa 
pore—half way round tho world—was made, 
Thence the route lay to Hong Kong, in China, 
and from thence to Yokahama, in Japan. 
In tho two latter ports there was a delay of 
seven or eight days, but Jan, 7 Miss Bly bade 
adieu to the land of the Mikado and began 
the longest strotch of her earth ircling jour 
noy, From Yokohama to San Francisco the 
distance is 4,750 nautical miles. The itine 
rary as originally laid out from San Fran- 
cisco to New York was by the Contral and 
Union Pacific roads and via Chicago, but 
the snow blockade has caused a change of 
routes. By the Southern Pacific the ordinary 
time from San Francisco to New York is 6\4 
days.

Rey. Mr. Daw heard of the objection 
and promptly'quited all fear of any further 
dissatisfaction, by saying that rather than 
have auy difference of opinion in the church 
on the service, he would doaway with the 
procession and have the members of the 
choir take their places like other members 
of the congregation. Itis believed tht 
the liberal views of the pastor will end all 
farther trouble. if any was browing. 

In conversation with W. R, Carmichael, 
a prominent and influential member of the 
congergation, he stated that he believed 
that Rey. Mr, Daw, their pastor bad in- 
atituted along felt wantin establishing & 
aurplice choir, ‘‘It serves to promote aa 
addicional spiritual interest among the 
younger numbera of tho congregation. It 
educates them to sing properly and I 
beleive the people are in hearty accord 
with the now idea.

Siwweo the above was put in type the ice 
jsuming into the mouth of the river, has 
caused the water to overflow its banks on 
sovth Coleman street and south Front 
street, Onthe weaternside of the river 
the overflow has caused sad 
havoc with the poor poople, The ashary 
issurrounded and if anything the water, 
has dcno ‘more damage than it did a week 
ago. The city councilcould not discharge 
itsduty to the public in abette 
way than by building a stone wal 
along south Coleman street and: long the 
shore of the bay to Flint & Hul.on's mill.

DOMINION LAWMAKERS. 


OFVICIAL FRENCH IN THE Non TH- 
WEST TERRITORIES. 


Mr. McCarthy's Repeal Bill Introduced--- 
His Reasons for the Measure Ixplinia- 
ed in a Long Speech---Mr, La Riviore 


Replies in Fronch. 


Otrawa, Jan. 22,—Mr, McCarthy's bill for 
the abolition of French asan official language 
in the Northwest Territories was introduced 
this afternoon. He named Col. Denison as 
his seconder, Contrary to the usual custom 
here Mr, McCarthy mado a lengthy address 
in asking leave to introduce the bill, He 
spoke for nearly an hour, very temperately 


and dispassionately, and was listened to with ; 


the greatest attention by tho whole House. 
He was constantly interrupted by expressions 
of dissent from the French members, great 
and small, who exhibited a good deal of irrita- 
tion at the attack upon the perpetuation of 
their mother tongue, There will evidently 
be a warm discussion when the bill comes up 
for second reading. Mr, Chapleau may be 
depended upon to deliver an ortion upon 
that occasion, judging from the copious notes 
he took to-iaygand the cager attention with 
which he listened. It will be somé ttle time 
before the second reading can be moved, as 
six bills, including three or four of general 
importance, are on the order paper ahead of 
it, 

In opening his address Mr. McCarthy said 
he felt that no defence or apology was noces- 
sary, but some explanation wasin order. It 
seomed most extraordinary that in 1877 the 
dual language should have bean imposed 
upon the territories without any consent of 
theirs. First of all it needed explanation 
how we came to find this clause'in the Terri- 
tories Act, The act was passed in 1877, 
when the member for Bothwell was Minister 
of the Interior. The bill he had then brought 
in to amend the Territories Act did not con- 
tain the clause imposing the French language 
It was inserted in the Senate. How this 
came about he had no personal knowledge, 
but he was assured that it was at the instance 
of Senator Scott, then leader of the Senate 
and a member of the Government. Though 
he had positive assurance it seeméd scarcely 
credible that this could be so, for when the 
bill so altered was returned to the Commons 
Mr, Mills, as appeared by the Hansard, ex- 
pressed regret that the amendment had been 
made, but asked the House to adopt the bill 
as it stood, because were it again altered 
and sent back to the Senate it would be im- 
possible to have it passed that session. 

Mr. Mills had expressed his belief that it 
was inadvisable to call for theuse of the 
Frenoh langaage. Almost all of the resi- 
dents of the territories, he said, spoke Cree, 
and if the ordinances were to be published in 
the most prevalent language then they should 
be published in Cree. The bill, seemed to 
have been passed without much considera- 
tion or any protest. He did not know 
whether he was himself present on the occa- 
sion, but if not present he should have been, 
and so shared the blame equally with the 
other members. 

It was strange that any one eyer proposed 
to perpetuate two official languages. No ex- 
explanation was to be found in the treaty of 
cession, although a very large number of per- 
sons seemed to think that by that document 
the right of language was conceded to the 
conquered French. 

“Conquered? Ceded,” interrupted a mem- 
ber opposite. 

“Ceded then,” agreed Mr, McCarthy, ‘but 
I always prefer the word conquered.’” No 
explanation was to be foundin the Quebec 
Act, for that actin restoring to the French 
their laws did not deal with the question of 
language. At the organisation of Lower 
Canada in 1701 French was not provided for 
though the French nevertheless soon after 
took the right by resolution of the Assembly. 
At the time of the rebellion in 1837 Lord 
Durham reported that the troubles largely 
arose out of the use of two languages, and a 
clause was inserted in the act of 1841 abso- 
lutely probibiting use of the French language, 
but the law was repealed in 1848 and 1849, 

In the British North America Act the 
French language is for the first time autho- 
rized by statute, but only for the Dominion 
Parliamout and the Province of Quebec. He 
did not think it of importance that the 
French language should be not permitted 
perhaps, but it should not be fostered and 
encouraged in the Dominion. An inyestiga- 
tion upon the subject would show that no 
country could be prosperous where the people 
were divided by differences of language. 

“How about Switzerland?’ asked Mr. 

} Mills, and Mr, McCarthy was proceeding to 
say that everyone knows that Switzerland 
is an exceptional case when he was inter- 
rupted by derisive laughter from Messrs. 
Desjardins, Bergeron and other of the French 
members, Seemingly annoyed, Mr. Mo- 
Carthy asked those who interrupted him to 
remember that there was & grave matter be- 
fore the House and said he hoped that they 
would do something more than laugh. They 
were assembled here for the purpose of pro- 
moting national unity, not of sowing tho 
seods of dissension. [*Hear! hear!” and 
laughter.) 

Mr. McCarthy continuing said he trusted 
be would be given a quiet hearing as he had 
his own opinion on this subject and intended 
to adhere to it, We had, he said, expended 
an immense amount of money in attempting 
to build up a nation and why should we seck 
to make dissension and division by fostering 
two languages not only in Quebec where 
they already use it but in the new territory 
as well! If not to build upa nationality then 
we had no object in making a sacrifice to 
secure this new territory. 

He quoted from Freeman the contention 
that without community of language there 
could not be true national unity; from Prof. 
Muller, who said that as blood is thicker than 
water {t may be declared oven with greater 
truth that language is thicker than blood and 
a common language even without common 
blood makes the whole world fool akin. Prof. 
Powell declared that the ideas of raco and 
nationality had taken such # bold founded on 
language that all other considerations were 
lost sight of. It had been tho experience 
everywhore that the people of acquired terri- 
tories readily took up the language of a new 
government, 

“Alsace and Lorraine seem to be an excop- 
tion,” interrupted Mr, Mills, and Mr, Chap 
leau ondorsed the remark with an approcia- 
tive ‘Hear! Hear!” 

Continiiing, Mr. MoCarthy said he was 
glad to se that upon this question, as upon 
most others, Mr, Mills bad now taken a do- 
cided stand. Thongh when it was passed he 
had said that he disapproved of the bill, he 
bal appcrently determined now to stand by 
itover ‘hough he wore on the wrong side, 
Disson us of race were calculated to read 
the Do: inion in twain, If in tho past Oun-

People would not now form ro large a propor- 
tion of the community. Tho descendants of 
tho original Fronch settlers would have been 
English speaking, just as the descondants of 
all emigrants to the United States, no mat- 
ter whence they camo, speedily learned to 
use only the language of the countr y. 

“Not the French,” dissented Mr. Bergeron, 
and cries of ‘Hear! hear{" and applause 
from the French members greeted his re 
mark 

Simulating surprise Mr, McCarthy re- 
marked: |‘ T see there is a good deal of feel 
ing on this subject; more than ‘I expected.” | 
This doclaration provoked general laughter, 

Mr. McCarthy then proceeded to quote from 
Lord Durham's report on the troubles of 1837 
to show that the national view and tho pre- 
valence of the French language had caused 
all the ill-feeling that prevailed. He thought | 
this testimony of Lord Durham's should be 
accepted without question, coming ns’ it did 
from an impartial observer sent to make it 
his special business to enquire into the mat-

“Lord Durham did not write the report 
himself,” objected Sir John Macdonald, 

‘Perhaps not,” said Mr, McCarthy. ‘Tha 
report has been ascribed to Mr, Buller, but 
he was quite as able and intelligent a man as 
Lord Durham and has made his observations 
on the spot. At all events Lord Durham ap 
proved of the report or he would not have 
presented it.” 

This difficulty of race was observed not 
only in Canada but was patent to outsider 
aswell, Ho had in his hand a copy ofa 
magazine publication, The Month, introduced 
to the House last session by the Minister of 
Justice as an} authority on such questions, 
and in it he founda very interesting article 
on “Canadian Difficulties of Race.” This 
described at length a latent hate declared te 
exist between the English and the French, or 
rather between the French and the Irish, for 
the difference of tongue had made more en- 
mity than the difference of religion. 

He also read from The Catholic World, a 
New York publication, which declared that 
the growth of the French in Canada was the 
chief cause of the annexation language com- 
monly heard. This contention was no new 
thing, for he had heard it over and over 
agalu, 

“Have you become an annexationist, too 1’ 
enquired Mr, Laurier, banteringly. 

“No, I doa’t think I incur that suspicion,” 
replied Mr. McCarthy. Both from within 
and without the general opinion prevailed 
that this question of language had .ome to a 
point where it must be solved to avert diffi- 
culty in the Dominion. On this occasion he 
was dealing only with what this Parliament 
was competent to deal with, dual language in 
the Northwest Territories, 


He had been forwarded a copy of a petition 
from the Legislative Council of the North- 
west Territories by which they almost unan+ 
mously asked for the discontinuance of the 
French language. Not only were they so 
unanimous, but he believed every newspaper 
in the Northwest had urged the same thing, 
that is every paper which had mentioned the 
subject, for one distinguished journal, The 
Regina Leader—{laughter}]—had not consider- 
ed it worthy of notice. 

Ho had thought it well to make this expla- 
nation upon introducing the bill, so that be- 
fore the general discussion occurred when it 
came up for second reading the House might 
be informed as to its ground of action, and he 
might then have an opportunity of answer- 
ing the arguments brought against him. He 
desired to disclaim any hostility against the 
French race or against their representatives 
in this House. 

(Cries of “Hear! Hear!” and ‘Thank you!” 
from French members, ] 

His greatest wish was to seo Canada one 
race, with one national life and one language 
common to all 

Mr. La Liviere rose next and commenced 
to speak in French. No sooner had he utter- 
ed the words ‘‘Monsieur l’orateur” than a 
chorus of members called upon him to speak 
in English. “I'll speak English when this 
French question is disposed of,” was Mr. 
La Riviere's retort. Then proceeding in 
French he asked why, if the French language 
were so great an evil as it was repre 
sented, Mr. McCarthy bad not taken 
the more courageous course of striking 
at the root of the evil, its use in the House of 
Commons, in place of seeking to deprive only 
the few halfbreods of the Northwest of the 
privilege they enjoyed. He thought Mr. 
McCarthy had been very unfair in insinuating 
anything against the loyalty of the French 
Canadians, who had shown how loyal they 
were when the country was in danger of fall- 
ing into the hands of strangers. 

Sir John Macdonald said the bill just intro- 
duced was one of much importance, but in 
addition the whole line of argument of the 
member who had introduced it was of a kind 
to involve the most serious and grave ques 
tions, so that it became necessary to take ful) 
time to consider what his contentions led to 
and the consequences that would follow if 
thoy were adhered to by the House, He 
would therefore ask that the discussion end 
hore, as before the second reading the bill 
would be in the hands of every member and 
all could have given the matter earnest con- 
sideration. 

Mr, Chapleau said he did not desire to pro- 
long the discussion, but he wished to 
quote without delay the opinion of an 
experienced statesman who had given 
warning of tho impolicy of all such at- 
tempts to denationalize the French. ‘If suc- 
cessful, he had said,” what would be the re- 
sult? You may Americanize but you can 
nover Anglicise. Let them fool that their 
rights and privileges are respected and the 
last hand that waves tho British flag in the 
Dominion will be that of a French Cana- 
dian.” ‘Those were the words of Lord Elgin, 
and he asked tho House to remomber and de- 
liberate upon them 

Mr, Laurier agrood that further 
discussion was not called for at 
this stago, It would have boon better if Mr. 
McCarthy bad not in his explanation intro- 
duced a good deal of controvorsial matter, 
Thore were many who might perhaps favor 
the bill, but could not endorse the words with 
which it had been introduced.

The Piaintitr Secures a Reverse of 
Judgment—An Important Decision as 
Touching Insolvent Debtors. 


At thecourt of appeal, Toronto, the 
caso of Ex-Ald, L. Johnston ya Shoriff 
Hope was heard ard the facts of the 
wore of such p culiar interost that tho full 
text of the appeal was recorded in the To: 
ronto papers as follows 

Fraudulent Preference 
tor raising money by Chattol Mortgage — 
Payment by Morcgagee of debt due his 
wifo—No Notice of Insolyency— Bona 
Fidos, —This was an appoal by the plainuff 
from a judgment of the judge of the coun: 
ty court of the county of Hastings, by 
which the action wa» dismissed with costa 
upon the special findings of the jury. The 
action was brought by the plaintift as the 
holder of a chattel mortgage against the 
defendaut, the assignee forthe benefit of 
creditore of tho mortgagor, one Hicks, to 
recover the suin of $166 and interest for 
the sale and conversion ty the assignee of 
the mortgaged goods, The defence set 
up was that the mortgage was void,fhaving 
been made by the debtor to secure & pre: 
existing debt when he was in insolvent 
circumstances, and unable to pay his dubts 
in full, with intent to defeat his cr editors 
and to give the plaintiff a preference. 

it appeared that the debtor wasa farmer 
and thatthe mortgaged goods were the 
usual farm stuck, horses, cattle, etc. The

3(1)the excep..on is oxic ded 
to persons who ure described as “innocent 
purchasers or parties,” which clause must 
mean[porsons without notice or knowledge.

debtor had borrowed from the plaintiffs 
wife some years before $200 on a 
promissury note, and he had kept the 
interest paid and ho hed also paid $50 on 
account of principal. Shortly before the 
date of the mortgage the plaintiff, at his 
wife's request, went to Hicks to get the 
money anda messing was arranged when 
a sotth ment Was to bo made. At that 
meeting it was arranged that the plaintiff 
was to pay his wife's debt and also a ncte 
of the debtor for $60 then held by a vank, 
on which one Bogle was an indorser, and 
was to take achattel mortgage for both 
sums, amounting in all to $215, In pur- 
suance of thisagreyment the mortgage in 
question was made, thenote for $60 was 
paid by the plaintiff, the note held hy the 
plaintiffs wife was given up to the debtor, 
and then, or withina month afterward, 
the plainuff paid the money to his wife. 
The mortgage was made on the Sed of 
May, and the assignment for creditors on 
the 8th of the same month, 

The jury found that Hicks wus insolvent 
when he made the chattol mortgage, but 
that there was no fraudulent intent and 
that che .uvortgage was not made with 
intent to defeat, delay or prejudice credi- 
tors. 


to the holder ofthe 860 note and not to 
Hicks, and that the giving of the chuttel 
mortgage and the payment to Mra, 
Johnson had the eifsct of giving her a 
preference over Hicks’ other creditors, 

No question was submitted to the jury 
as towhether whe this transaction was 
entered into the plaintiff had apy notice or 
knowledge of the insolvency ot Hicks, 
or of hie inability to pay his debts in foll, 
or of any intent ontiue part of Hiche to 
deteat or delay his creditors, or to give the 
plaintiff a preference, or that the mortgage 
would have that effect. The plaintiffs 
counsel at the trial objected that the at- 
tention of the jary should have been 
drawn to the fact chat all fraud was depied 
and that the transaction was bona fide. No 
question was made ay to the $60 paid on 
tne Bogle note, inasmuch 4s before the 
trial the defendant bad paid that sum to 
the plaintiff, conceiving that he could not 
resist that part of the demand. 

Jadgment having been given dismissing 
the action. the plaintiff appealed to the 
court of appeal. 

Moss, Q. Ci, and 
(Bellevilie) for the appellant, 
(Belleville) for the respondent. 

The judgmen} of the court was deliver- 
ed by Maclennan, J. A.: Lam of opinion 
tha; the appeal must be allowed, and that 
judgment should be entered for the p!ain- 
tiff for $155 and interest thereon from the 
Sed May, 1888, The ground on which 
the judgment was rested by the learned 
judge was that of preference, and “that is 
the only ground on which it was euppurt- 
ed on the argument before us, and it is 
evident thereis no room whatever for any 
other contention against the plaintiff's 
claim, 


The learned judge then referred at 
some length to Stoddart v. Wilson, 160, 
R, 17, and continued: The courtin effect 
(in Stoddart v. Wilson) held thac to mains 
tain the mortaze it was essential that eith- 
er the wife should have conveyed her 
property direct to ber husband or thatshe 
should have obtained the price from the 
vendee and have paid it to her husband, 
so that he might have had the opportunity 
of paying it to his creditors generally, 
although it was admitted he could with- 
out aby impropriety have at once paid 
it the moment it cameinto his hands to 
the same persons who had bought his 
wife's property and from whom it had come 
in the first plece, in satisfaction of their 
debt. Whatever may bu eaid of the 
position of the creditors who received the 
conveyacce of che wifo’s land in paym nt 
of their debt by arrangement with their 
embarrased debtor, Iam, with great res 
pect unable to see how it can be said that 
as between the husbandand the wife it 
was not a case ofa conveyance made in 
consideration of a present actual bona 
tide sale or delivery of goods or other 
proporty, there being no question raised 
of relative value. It is undoubted law 
that the purcLaser of property may require 
the conveyance tu be made to his nominee 
instead of himseli, and the vendor on 
receiving the consideration whatever it 
may be, whether cash or morcgage of the 
sume or other estate or property has vo 
optiou but to comply with the vendees di- 
rection and is compellable by law to do 
so. In like manner also the vendor mort- 
gagor of property may, when the moment 
comes for paying tie purchase money or 
advancing the loan, dicot and reqaire the 
money to be paid to another [person, and

Although he stated that himself and 
Rowe had disposed of their interest in their 
International Club to Secretary Fitzgerald, 
Moses Shire and Ex-sheriff Gilbert, he was 
seized upon _as being the only apparent 
relic of ths Buffalo Club at all 
comeatablo and repaired to Mr. Hobbs’ pri- 
vate room, where the meoting was in session 
with closed doors.

Tho writer stated that grounds were 
already in hand and that there was much 
public interest in the game there, Mr. Hobbs 
wea strongly tn favor of Montreal and if 
Buffalo and Syracuse eventually retired he 
favored Albany and Troy to fill the vacan- 
cies created by their desertion.

THE U.S, MERCHANT MARINE, 


Government Subsidies Urged on the Con- 
gressional Committee. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 23—The hearing on 
the question of payment of subsidies to Amer 
oan ships éngaged in the foreign trade was 

tinued by the House Committee om the 
pitctace Marine and Fisheries to-day. Mr. 

G. Hughes of New York, an officer of a 
company running steamers between New 
York and Havana and other semi-tropical 
points, said ther competition betwean 
New York and HAévana With lines subsidized 
by the Spanish Government. The Spanish 
line between New York and Havana re 
ceived a subsidy of between $4500 and §5000 
per trip, or an ag te of $162,000 a 
year, The competing emakes but three 
trips a month while witness’ line makos ten. 
Mr, Hughes recited at length the evil affecta 
on shipping wrought by the large number of 
océan tramp steamers. The line in which ho 
is interested owns nine vessels built entirely 
of material found in the United States, and 
should the Farquhar Bill pass iifits present 
form the live would receive about $320,008 
per year in subsidy payment. The ships 
are manned by American officers and 
seamen so far as they can be obtained. 
Wages of seamen had been increased from 
$15 to $25 per month im the last ten yeara 
The wages paid to Spamish seamen wore con- 
siderably lower, 

Mr, Hughes said the tramp steamers, most 
of which are of English make, were not re- 
quired to pass Amu inspection laws and 
they would not be able to stand such inspeo- 
tion. The witness said the war was theprim- 
ary] cause of the decline of the American 
merchant marine. It has not ploked 
up since then, partly because 
of the high wages prevailing 
in various employments and because so much 
money has been invested in railways, Mr, 
Hughes declared that if the Government did 
not aid his line it would in time be obliged to 
withdraw ita steamors. 

J. W. Lachlan, general manager of the 
United States and bBrasilian. Mail 
Steamship Company, next spoke. This 
line runs from Now York via 
Nowport to Bt. Thomas, Martinique, 
to ports in the Windward Islands and to 
ports in Brazil, The line bas been in opera- 
tion for seven years and has threo ships built 
entirely of material produced in America, 
For 4 years the company had carried the 
United States mails, for which the govern- 
mont offered the company about §43,000 
which had not been accepted. The 
line was under contract with the Brazilian 
governmont for bringing tho mails from that 
country and receiyed about $95,000 .a year 
of aixteon trips, Had it not been for this 
contract the company would not have been 
able to exist as it has.

ASSISTANT ACCOUN TANT 
LOCKED Up, 


GODWIN 


Two Sensations in Connection With the 
Ontario Bank Shortage at Toronte— 
Ledgor-keoper Brown Weturns From 


Bullalo— Other Toronto Toples. 


TononTo, Jan. 24.—Two sensations were 
developed yesterday in the irregularitigs that 
are now being unearthed tn connection with 
the affairs of the Toronto branch of the 
Ontario Bank. These were the return to 
town of Harry Brown, the absconding led- 
ger keeper, and the arrest at % pm. of 
William H. Godwin, the deposed asyistant 
accountant. Godwin had been called jn by 
the bank officials to help struighten up the 


books. He seems to pave uncovered cer- 
tain transactions which he had better have 


left hidden, for they implicated himself to 
such an extent that Local Manager Smith | 
slipped out of the bank early in theafterncon 
and going before Hugh Miller, J.P., swore 
out 4 warrant for Godwin'sarrost. Tho war- 
rant was placed in the hands of Detective 
Davis, and the young accountant was taken 
from the bank building to Police Headquar- 
ters and locked up for the night. Hero is 
what the warrant charges: “That William 
H. Godwin on Jan. 2, 1400, being then a clerk 
in the Ontario Bank, did then aud thore, in 
virtue thereof, receive the sum of 8300 for 
and on accountof the said On! Bank, 
and tho said money did feloniously dmbezzle: 
andon other days did, within six months 
thereof, foloniously embezzle two other sums 
of 20 each from the said Ontario Bank.” 
Harry Brown seems to have been giyen to 
understand that if he turned over praperty 
to the amount that he is alleged to have 
stolen or embezzled from the bank qnd as 
sisted in straightening out his ledger he would 
escape prosecution; in fact, if he returned to 
town and put the rope around the of 
Rolly Moffatt, young Godwin and any other 
of the clerks who might have beon ‘engaged 
in the “irregularities” he need not fear for 
his own safety. Just how much property he 
turned over to the bank wil! all d on 
the amount that it will realize in the market. 
The ex-ledger-keeper was busy with the 
bank books all day yesterday and part of 
lgst night, As a result of the information he 

pplied two writs were issued yesterday 
against persons who are implicated in the 
overdraft, one against W. A. Lee & Son for 
$43,000 and one against J. D. Oliver for 
$18,000, Theso, of course, are civil actions, 
The bank, it is understood, will not demand 
ofthe Guaranteo Company the $8000 for 
which they bonded Brown, for did they doso 
the company would probably cause the 
ledger-keeper's arrest. 

One of those cases for which the rural 
portions of the County of York are so famous, 
or rather infamous, was heard before Mr. 
Justice Street and a jury yesterday at the 
Assize Court. The stuffy room where justice 
is meted out was filled to suffocation. y 
Porter, who is said to be but 19 years old, 
with a child in her arms, accused James 
Sloan, a farmer of Vaughan, with causing 
ber ruin. William Porter, hor father. who 
gives in the township of King, asked 
therefor $1000 and costs. The girl 
stated that the alleged indiscretion 
occurred in the fall of 1885 while she was a 
domestic in the house of John Lioyd, Sloan's 
brother-in-law. She, however, admitted that 
as early as 14 years of age she had bad im- 
proper relations with a married man and 
also with four other yeomen of York. A 
letter which she had written one of them 
named Thompson was read and this did not 
help her cass any.

own “Pullman,” as I most t oderly remem- 
ber having done when I visited Cailfornia 
s0M6 years since. 

Yes, while upon our trayeli: we eat in pub- 
Uc naturally, when in forvign countries 
choosing the table d'hote almost as a matter 
of course, and returning to wh.at we call home, 
we generally make itin a hotel or boarding 
house, where, according to our means and 
our locality, we may enjoy the very perfec- 
tion of good living, as I am fortunate enough 
to do, or we may be obliged ‘to put up with 
the disagreeables of a third rate boarding 
house, as I have had to do. 

But at either of these extremes and all the 
way between, we eat in public, and all the 
world may, if it take the trouble to notice, 
see just how and what we eat, so that as 
traveling generally deprives me of an appe- 
tite not very robust at the best, and as life 
has trained me to qnick observance, I have | 
allowed myself to notice a good deal, and, let | 
me confess it a little shamefacedly, I am | 
always rather pleased when I am placed at a 
big table filled with traveling companions, 
rather than at a little one with only my own 
party, who are generally more pleasing than 
amusing. Let me remember, by way of in- 
stance, a journey made some time since, when 
for a week or two Isat at a public table 
with only one companion’ to divert my atten- 
tion. 

At my other,side was a<iear, good lady ar- 
rived at that period of life when one cares a 
good deal about dinner, and has outgrown 
any affectaticn upon théesubject. This lady 
always secured the first reading of the menu, 
or, as she called it in her plethoric voice, the 
“billerfare,” and rapidly ordered nearly all 
on the list, comprising two kinds of soup or 
of fish, and a portion of each of the roasts, 
all the vegetables, salads and entrees, and in- 
variably two or three kinds of pastry and 
pudding. As for dessert, she hardly seated 
herself before she drew the fruit dish toward 
her, and with great naivete picked over the 
whole contents, selecting the best specimens, 
which she piled around her soup plate compla- 
cently eyeing them fram time to time as she 
progressed throtigh her meal; of course shedid 
not eat all that she ordered—the laws of 
mechanics would not have allowed the larger | 
bulk t6 bé ficloséd in the less—but she had it 
all, and sho spoiled it all.

A cable dispateh from Vienna says that 
Thomas A. Edison has presented Princess 
Elizabeth, granddaughter of Emperor Fran- 
cis Joseph, witha talking doll, the first over 
made. Mr. Edison is now in Akron, O., but 
John Ott, superintendent in his laboratory at 
Llewellyn, described yesterday the prectous 
creatures which they are about to turn out at 
a startling birth rate. Mr. Ott snid six talk- 
ing dolls had just been sent to Europe, possi- 
bly all of them intended as present , and one 
of these had probably bean presented to the 
princess, although he didn't know about it 
personally, They were sent to Mr. Ellyon 
who is fitting upa store in New York, to bo 
devoted entirelyto the sale of talking dolla 
and other toys. The six that were sent abroad, 
and almost all the others for that matter, are 
patterned after the French jointed dolls as 
far as outward appearance anil size go, Thoy 
are from fifteen tw eighteen inches long. The 
head is mado of china, like ordinary dolls, 
and the arms of paper mache. The peculiar 
part is the body, which is made oftin. Tin 
is used because itallows room for the minia- 
ture phonograph placed inside, The doll may 
repeat everything that may be recorded by 
a phonograph.

CRIMINAL LAW. 
,A LAYMAN BRINGS INTERSTING 
FAOTS 10 THD SURFAOH 


Time of 
Son 


What was Criminal in tho 
Honry Bighth—Some OMrious 
tenees in Our Own Day 


In a lettersomo time ago I gave « sketch 
of the civil side of the law as tb had oxisted 
in this province and in England at tho 
beginning of tho present century. 

In Eagland the sevority of the penal code 
was long Unexampled and tho number of 
executions quito unparalleled in Eur pe. 
Of courae thie is not taking Into consider 
ation the numbers exocuted by the church 
of Rome, for religious butiof. Fortoscue, 
who was chief justice in thé reign ofHleury 
VI, notiovs the fact w ith ottious compla 
cency, as a plain proof vt the superiority 
ot hiscoantrymeo, ‘Mor® men,’ he tella 
us, ‘are hanged in Eoyglaad in one your 
{than in France in seveo, because the Kng- 
' iieh are better haters,” 

In the reign of Heury VIII, when an 
attempo was made to convert the greater 
part of England into pastuce land and 
when :he wppression of Monasteries had 
destroyed the main source of charity, and 
had cast maltitudes helplessly upon the 
world. Holinshed estimated the executions 
at the number of 72,000 or 2,000 a year 
We canascarcely imagine this when we 
consider that, at that time England con- 
tained a population of conaide rably loss 
than 5,000,000. The poor law of El zsbeth 
to acertain extent, mitigated the evil, yet 
atthe ond of her reign the annual execu- 
tionn wore still about 400. 

While the English law knew nothing of 
torture, of arbitrary imprisonment, ‘lettres 
de cachet,’ or barbarous pubishment of the 
wheel ; it is about all than can be said, 

Executions in Eogland had until within 
the last quarzer of a ceutury been # favor- 
ite spectacle—it may almost be said a pub- 
lic amusement and in the last century 
everything seemed done to make the peo- 


ple familiar with their most frightful as- 
pecls, ie 
A gastly row of heads of rebels in 1740, 


mouldered along the top of Temple Bar. 
Gallows were erected in every important 
qoarter of the city and on macy of them 
corpses wore left rotting in chains. 

Previons to the Revolution the number 
of crimes punishable with death on the 
statute book were vstimated not to exceed 
50. ‘Chere was an utter want of method 
aod symetryin E glist legislation which 
caused, an extrava,snt multiplicetion of 
siatutes bearing ou the same subjects. 
Certain classes of laws badacquired a great 
additional severity by lapse of time. Leg- 
islators had endeavored co prutect proper: 
ty by punishing with death those who stole 
a sum of money whichin their time was 
considerable and the peaalty was retaiued 
when the caange of the value of money 
had wade that som insigniticant, 

It was theconstant practice of parlia- 
mention the last century when new officers 
arose or when old ones assumed a new 
importance to pas# special acts making 
them capital. Hencean enormous and 
undigested multiplication of capital of- 
fences, which suon made the criminal code 
a@ mere sanguinary chaos" 

During the reign of George II 63 new 
capital offences were added, In 1770 the 
number wa: estimated in parliament ub 
169 and in Romillo’s time at two hundred 
and fifty, 

To show the extravagant absurdity of 
the code a few illustrations will be sufli- 
cient. Thus tostealasbeep ora horse, 
to snatch a man’s property out of his hands 
and run away with it; to steal the amount 
of forty shillings in a dwalling house or to 


shop: to pick a man’s pocket of any greater 
sum than twelve pence; to steal linen 
from a bleaching greund; 4nd wollen cloth 
from a tenter ground; to cut down trees io 
agardenorin an orchard;to break the 
borders of a fish pond so that the fish may 
escape, were all crimes punishable with 
death, 

On the other hand, it was{not a capital 
offence for * man to attempt the life of 
his father, or commib preuieditated per- 
jury, even when the result was the exs- 
cution of an innocent man; to staba man, 
however severely, provided the victim did 
not die from the wound; to burp a house 
in which the incendiary had a lease even 
though it was situated soasc> endanger 
the livesof hundreds. It was a capital 
offence to steal goods from a vessel on a 
canal, ‘To steal fruit ready gathered was 
a felony; to gather and steal it was only a 
trespass, To break a pane of glasszat five 
in the afternoon for the purpose of stealing 
anything that lay in the window was a 
capital offencs, ‘lo break open a house 
with every circumstance of violence in 
summer, at four o'clock in the morning 
was only a misdemeanor. 

To steal goods from a chop, if the thief 
happenedto be seen to take them, was 
punishable by transporcatiou.. To steal 
the same goods ‘privately,’ that is to say 
when the criminal was not seen, was 
punishabls with death, 

As # natural resalt of this, juries refus, 
ed to convict culprits for small offences 
which were made punishable with death, 
and frequently acquitted them in the face 
of thy clearest evidence, The executions 
though scandalously numerour, bore bat a 
emall proportion tothe conyictiona. To 
London and Middlesex, criminals after 
senterce wero all remitted 
*o the gaol, where they remained in sus: 
pence about their fate till the recorder 
nad made his report to the king in council 
then perhaps, athird part were removed 
for execution, In other partsof England 
tho judges directly, aad of their own auth- 
ority reprieved criminals,and their senten- 
ces were invaribly commuted, 

Different judges differ in their severity 
and much depend or the general character 
of the crimirel, and even on his demeanor 
in thedock, Near the close of lust contury 
a girl of twenty-two was hanged for re- 
oviving @ piece of checkfrom an accomplice 
who hadsfolen it. Such crimes were at 
this time acarcely even gapitally punished, 
but the poor girl had anfortunately drunk 
too freely and was insolentin the dock, 
The prosecutor, a simple honest man, who 
had no idea that such a punishment would 
be inflicted, was driven almost distracted 
by remorse and did not king survive the 
shock, The poorgirl was hanged, not so 
much for being fuund guilty of receiving 
the stolen propesty, as for being insolent 
in the dock, 

It may be observed that the same dis 
crepancy exists in sentencing criminals 
now, A police magistrate sends a man 6 
months to central priaon for stealing per- 
haps en old rag of acoat. A judge sende 
aman to gsol }} months for siealing, eay 
$50 —the former sends 6 man to gaol tor $ 
months for merely striking a single blow 
with his fist on the street. A judge sends 
4 man to gaol for three months for making 
a bratal assault with an iron barupon an 
unoffending citizen as hp js unsuspectingly 
walk py on thé street. 

In the superior court we see one judge 
sending a man togaol fur threo months, 
while another for tho like offence senda the 
culprit to penitentiary for 5 years, Within 
che list three orfour years a notorious 
roftian came upon two persons loitering at 
the corner of a stroet, he jostles one of 
/ thorn off the side walk and when boing «x 
posulatd with fur his rudness, atrack the 
other party a blow with hisfist, the other

AROUND THE WORLD, 


A Rousing Welcome—Factorios and Steam. 
boats Toot Thoir Whistlos—Her Recep. 
tion in New York—A Triumphal Ride

New York, Jan. 25.—The official timo as 
announced by The World's timers for the ar 
rival of Nellie Bly was 3,61 o'clock, thus mak- 
ing her complote trip around the world in 72 
days, 6 hours and 11 minutes.

Early in tho 
afternoon people began gathering at the sta- 
tion in Jersey City, and by 3.30 the crowd 
was beyond the control of the police, It was 

a perfect jam, inside the station as well as 

outside, the largest crowd—so tho railroad 

people say—that ever gathered there, Mayor 

Cleveland of Jersey City was on the platform 

with an immense basket of roses. Several 

pther gentlemen bore large bouquets. 

Astho time for the arrivalof the train 
drew near the excitement of the surging, 
struggling mass of humanity was intense. 
Almost before the people were aware of it an 
engino, No. 1821, in charge of George Head- 
den, rolled into the station with two Pullman 
cars attached. A roar that increased with 
the assistance of all the factory and loco- 
motive whistles in the neighborhood, until it 
was beyond compare, came from the throats 
of the waiting crowd as they descried the 
form of the plucky traveler on the platform 
of the parlor car oad hikes ne, Ra 
stopped Nellie Bly stepped to the platform 
and was promptly timed. Mayor Cleveland 
attempted to make an address and present 
his flowers, but it was impossible omaccount 
of the crush of people, over whom the police 
liad lost all control, The cheering never 
ceased. ; 

Finally the police formed a circle around 

Nellie Bly and the Mayor, and with their 
sticks beat their way to the carriage in wait- 
ing. This was only accomplished by two of 
her escorts lifting her and carrying her the 
length of the platform. When thie coach 
started for the ferry boat the stampede of 
people in the samo direction was awful. Men, 
women and children were pushed down and 
trod on, but no fatalities occurred. On the 
trip across to New York every tug boat 
and steam craft kept up a continuous 
whistling.

BATTLING FOR SUPREMAOY, 


War Between the Michigan Central and 
Cincinnati, Saginaw & Mackinaw. 
Bay City, Mich,, Jan. 25—The bitterest 
kind of feeling pervades railroad circles in 
this neighborhood. The new Cincinnati, 
Saginaw & Mackinaw road has been making 


' big inroads into the freight traffic of the 


Michigan Central. Yesterday the appearance 
in this city of anumber of mogul engines 
owned by the new road caused considerable 
consternation among the Central people. They 
smelled war at once, and began telegraphing 
in all directions for idle engines to come 
quickly. 

The whole thing grew out of the fact that 
the Hotchkiss mill property possesses a large 
quantity of salt ready for shipment, The 
Cincinnati, Saginaw & Mackinaw had built a 
spur which intercepted a siding of the Cen- 
tral’s on the Hotchkiss property. A Cincin- 
nati, Saginaw & Mackinaw mogul and six 
cars shifted into she vicinity and swung from 
the main track to the siding. They were 
greeted with a hissing of steam, and found 
that just where the Cincinnati, Saginaw & 
Mackinaw spur touched the Central siding 
there was an old engine with a Vanderbilt 
trademark upon it. The switch was open for 
the admission of the Cincinnati, Saginaw & 
Mackinaw train, and in a moment the cars 
were against the tender of the Michiguu Cen- 
tral engine, 

Then followed a severe battle for suprem- 
acy. Tho Saginaw engines had a little ad- 
vantage and the Central engines soon drow 
off to await reinforcements, Engines began 
arriving from all directions, but the Sagi- 
naw road still had a majority, and after an 
hour's pushing and snorting a lull followed. 

The Central is determined upon victory 
and it is expected the war will re-open in a 
day or two. The war has created great ox- 
citement and the conflict was witnessed by

H. Smith, leader of the 
House of Commons, have jointly signed an 
urgent call to Conservative members to be in 
their places Feb. 11, as business of grave im- 
portance will be immediately subrnitted to 
Parliament, 


Boulanger Dissaproves. 

PARIS, Jan. 27,—General Boulanger has 
written to M. Laver, member of tho 
Chamber of Deputies, and an active Boulan- 
gist on the subject of the proposed affiliation 
of the Boulangist party with the Anti-Semi- 
tic agitation. Tho Goneral totally disap- 
proves this association, 


The Kaliser’s Birthday. 

BERuiy, Jan. 27.—Today was the thirty- 
first anniversary of the birth of Emperor 
William. It was observed very quietly. The 
Emperor received a number of princes, 
generals, and other high officials, who came 
to congratulate him. He also gavé 4 recep 
tion to 2000 army officers. 


Tho Siberian Rallway. 

St. Pererssunec, Jan. 27.—The Russian 
Government has decided to construct a rail- 
way from Lake Baikal in Southern Siberia 
to Stretinsk on the Chinese frontier and on 
the Amoor River. This is to be an important 
link in the groat through Siberian railway, 
the ultimate end of which is to be Viadivos- 
tok on the Japan sea. , 


Enough to Do at Home, 
Manvrip, Jan. 27.—The Minister of Foreign 
Affairs said in the Chamber of Deputies to- 
day: ‘‘It is absurd to suppose Spain is ready 
or is inclined to send an army to establish the 
monarchy in Portugal if the Republic should 
be proclaimed there.” 


Was Bismarck Huffy? 

BERLIN, Jan. 27.—There is much specula- 
tion as to the reason why Prince Bismarck, 
after coming to Berlin to attend the closing 
session of the Reichstag, failed to appoar. 
The Freisinnige Zeitung attributes his ab- 
sence to irritation produced by a difference 
of opinion with the Emperor on the language 
used in the Speech from the Throne. 


Cholera in Khorassan. 

Sr. Peterssure, Jan. 27.—Advices from 
Astrabad report Persian Khorassan is ravag- 
ed by an intestinal disease of excessive fatal- 
ity. Three thousand deaths are reported. At 
Nourin Meshed there were 100 deaths daily. 
Owing to the scarcity of doctors the 
nature of tho disease is unknown. As West- 
ern Persia wasrayaged with cholera through- 
out the autumn, and as thousands of péople 
fled eastward in the hope to. escape the dis- 
ease, it isregarded as possible they carried 
it with them andthat this may account for 
the trouble in Khorassan. 


LATE LONDON GOSSIP. 


A “Coming Man’'’—Tho Silver Story—The 
Queen's Health. — 

Lonpon, Jan. 27.—The recent {invitation of 
the Prince of Wales to Henry Fowler, M.P., 
to visit him at Sandringham, is viewed by 
politicians as an indication that His Royal 
Highness expects the early return of the 
Liberal party to power. To be invited tv 
Sandringham is justly regarded as marking 
a definite stage on a public man's progress 
toward celebrity, for the Prince of Wales 
has an extraordinarily quick perception for 
“coming men” and shows the most sagacious 
alacrity in making friends of them. In in- 
viting Mr. Fowler the Prince has formally 
recognized and ratified the public Jjudgmen- 
which has assigned to Mr, Fowler a pro 
minent and merited place in the next Liberal 
cabinet. 

It is learned on the authority of one of the 
governors of the Bank of England that the 
story about silver has for its foundation the 
fact that Mr, Goschen, Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer, has been urged to introduce a_ bill 
into Parliament to provide means for the 
coinage of silver bullion to relieve British 
bankers and merchants from embarrass- 
ments caused by the constantly recurring 
scarcity of silver in Shanghai and other 
trading centers in China. For several 
months this scarcity of silver has been more 
remarkable than at any other period, especi- 
ally asin addition to the imports of this 
metal, a noteworthy supply bas long been 
obtained from mines in the Chinese empire 
{teelf, An increasing demand for the bighor 
form of currency—silver—in China, how- 
ever, seems a natural consequence of its 
commercial progress. 

It is said by those about the court that 
the rheumatism from which Queen Victoria 
suffers has been of late very troublesome, 
and that the variations of climate this win- 
ter have made it more acute, 80 that the pro- 
jected journey to Homburg is regarded by 
Her Majesty's advisers with great satisfac- 
tion. Regret has been expressed ina high 
quarter that the Queen is not advised to try 
the effect of a visit to Buxton or Bath, At 
tho latter place great improvements have 
been carried out, but it is said that at both 
places there is no residence suited for the re- 
tirement desired by the Queen, and it is also 
remarked that Her Majesty derives benoflt 
from the thorough change of scene involved 
in a visit to the continent. 


A Terrible Crime, 

CANANDAIGUA, N.Y., Jan. 27,—At South 
Bristol the house of Fred Johnson was burned 
this morning early, Noneof the neighbors 
know of the fire until they got up from 
their beds, Then: they were horrified to 
learn that thore bad also beon a sacrifice 
of human life, but after an all-day search 
had only been able to find one body and 
that so badly charred that the x could not 
be determined, A telephone message from 
South Bristol says Johnson and his wife had 
been quarreling for some time past and the 
belief is obtaining that he set fire to the house 
and then made good his escape, pormitting 
his wife to perish in the flames.

Fire Adds Horror to the Dreadful Scone— 
an Appalling List of Dend and 
Wounded—Children Cremated in the 
Borning Cars, 


INDIANAPOLIS, Jan. 27.—Pansonger train 
No, 1, on the Mouvon route, which left Chi- 
cago Sunday night at 11.15, was wrecked 
this morning at 7.50 one mile above Carmel 
And sixteen miles north of this city. The 


train was running at a rapid rate and was 
approaching the long trestle across Wilker- 
son creek, when the tender of the engine 
jumped the track. The engineer reversed his 
engine, but before the air-broak could check 
the speed of the train the locomotive and 
baggage-car had cleared the trestle, but the 
four coaches attached went over into the 
creek. Tho ladies’ coach immediately caught 
fire and in an incredibly short timo was re- 
duced to ashes Fortunately for the occu- 
pants of this coach, train Wo. 2, which left 
this ity for Chicago at 7,30, had been or- 
dered to meet train No, 1 at Carmel and as 
soon as word of the wreck was received the 
passengers hurried to the scene and went 
earnestly to work rescuing the occupants of 
the burning car, } 
A horrible scerle met their eyes. In plain 
view of all were two boys and a woman, all 
dead, but their bodies wero being rapidly 
consumed. The arm of one projected through 
tho side of the car and could be touched by 
thoso on tho outside, butthe opening was not + 
large’ enough to draw the body through. 
Immediately in front of the boy was a lady 
who got on the train at Frankfort and isas yet 
unidentified. Her body was enveloped in 
flames but there was no possible way i 
to get her out of the burning coach. Across 
from this lady was Mrs. Enbanks of Broad } 
Ripple, Ind. Her head was horribly crushed. 
The brakeman and a passenger seized her by 
the arms and by a desperate effort pulled the 
body through the window. Life was not yet 
extinct, but she lived only a few minutes : 
after being taken out. . 


Another of the rescued, but who has since 
died, was Mr, Deming of Sheridan. He was 
pinioned to the floor by timbers and horribly 
crushed. Some heroic men seized axes and 
after a fow minutes’ work cut away the tim- 
bers that held the body which was removed 
to the north side of the track. There was no 
medical ald present and the man died in a 
few moments. Buckets having been procur- | 
ed from the farm houses near by the flames ' 
were soon subdued and prevented from com- 
municating to the sleeper or other coaches, | 
As soon as it was possible search was made 
for the dead. The following is an accurate 
list of the victims:

TRADE AND TRAFFIC. 


Loading Features of the Grain and Pro-— 
duce Markets at Home and Abroad, a. 
Toxonto, Jan. 28.—Deliveries of barley at 
outside points are very light, and dealers 
report no change in prices, quoting No.3 — 
extra at 90 cents. Advices from the other 
side Confirm local dealers in the belief that 
the market will soon be much higher, though 
it may take a few weeks longer. New York 
dealers are hunting for large supplies, but, — 
are not raising prices. There have,however, 
been sales there at 2 to 4 cents 
higher than «a month ago. Now 
York. dealers are also acting on the 
belief that there isa very large quantity of 
barley yet in that State, but reliable advices — 
say there isnot.

ON A SERIOUS CHARGE. 


Alloged Criminal Malpractioe—_A Religious 
Lunatic — City Engineer Sproatt Re- 
signs—Mr, Jonnings Likely to Bo His 
Successor—The Mail-Empire Libol Case. 


Tononro, Jan. 29.—Dotectives Davis and 
Slentin made an important arrest in ono of 
the down town hotels last night. Two weeks 
ago it was common rumor in Buffalo that 
Prof. Frederick Freund, principal of gpe of 
| the Gorman evangolical parochial schdédlis of 
that city, had been guilty of criminally 
assaulting the girls under his tuition, 
On Monday of last week 6 
warrant, charging him with de- 
bauching one Sophia Fink, a pupil, was 
sworn outandthenextday Freund disap- 
peared and it was generally understood that 
he had crossed theline to Canada. Freund 
is a married man and left his wife and chil- 
dren in destitute circumstances behind him in 
Buffalo. Tho Toronto police had been notifled 
of Freund's disappearance and yesterday in 
circulating among the hotels Davis spotted 
his man. Last evening, accompanied by 
Detective Slemin, he visited the hotel where 
he saw Freund and located him in his room 
and marched him thence to Police Head- 
quarters, Freund acknowledged his identity 
and on his way to the station told tho officers 
that he had been guilty of indiscretion and 
was quite ready to go back to face the music, 
He believed that he would be better off 
among his friends in Buffalo than by himself 
in Canada. Freund gave his age as 32 and 
his profession as teacher. He was stylishly 
dressed. The only thing taken from him was 
a penknife, he being allowed to keep his 
money and the rest of his property. The 
Buffalo police were informed of the arrest. 

Dr. Henry Wallwin of 155 Simcoe-stroet 
was yesterday arraigned at the Police Court 
onthe charge of administering poison for 
tho purpose of a criminial operation on Mra. 
Carrie McDonald of 18 Agnes-street. 
County Crown Attorney Badgerow appeared 
for the prosecution and Mr, Armstrong for 
the accused, As the woman is in the hospi- 
tal in a critical condition the case was ad- 
journed for a week. Tho Doctor was libera- 
ted, bail in two sureties of $1000 
and himself in $2000 being accepted 
Inspector Archabold states that the woman 
MoDonald was one of the accomplices of 
Stewart, who three years ago was sentenced to 
to two years imprisonment for abducting girls 
for fmmoral purposes. For this offence she 
served 10 months in the Mercer, The charge 
made by the woman against Dr. Wallwin is 
believed to be a malicious one and without 
any foundation. 

Detective Watson arrested a man named 
Charles D. Andross on Monday evening for 
conducting himself in an extraordinary man- 
ner in All Saints’ Church. He requested Rev. 
Arthur Baldwin to permit him to enter the 
church and to pray in the sacred edifice. 
After some natural hesitation the unusual 
request was granted. Mr. Baldwin after 
wards became uneasy, and entering the build- 
ing found the stranger in a nude condition, 
having divested himself of every stitch of 
clothing. He had demolished the surround- 
ings of the communion table. Detective 
Watson arrested the religious maniac, He 
was remanded for a week yesterday to un- 
dergo a medical examination.

not pay her $100 of the $150 he had 
promised her, These things so worked upon 
his mind that it became unbalanced, 
and he made several ineffectual efforts to 
end his life, once by shooting and a second 
time by poisoning. After the second at- 
tempt be became so violent that it was 
found necessary to send him to the 
asylum. After being taken there he 
was apparently sano for the greater 
portion of the time, but would sud- 
denly become possessed with the idea that 
an unseen enemy was avtacking him and 
he would then go into spasms. Theso be- 
came more and more frequent, until death 
came to his rellof. After Lawrence became 
insane the regulators feared that they would 
be prosecuted, and now that one of their 
victims has passed away, the indignation 
against them has increased, and there is a 
determination to hunt them down and bring 
them to fustice,

Ottawa in 1848 in the township of Oxf 
Grenville coanty and came to Belleville 
some thirteen years ago, whonto carried 
onthe cheese business during the sam- 
morseason, About aix yoard ogo he locats 
ed here perman,otly aod has einve been 4 
shining figure amongeh 
he has always boon & staunch advocate of 
roform principles. Nuring his residouce 
in Belleville be bas occupied several 
prominent positiéns and at cne time was 
president of the éastornOvtarioDairyman s 
‘Association, Hé has been a sucovssful 
cheese merchant and manutactures some 
of the finest cheese shipped from the 
county. He is now sole proprietor of the 
Napanee cheese factory, Shannopville, 
Frankford and Diamond and hasa half 
interest in the Selby cheese factory. These 
factorles are the largest in the county and 
since Mr. McUargar bas gseumed control 
have been fitted up in first class atyle. He 
is third depaty reeve of Thurlow, and the 
popslarity in which he is held is evidenc- 
ed from the fact that he was elected to 
the position on the shortest notice, his 
opponent stepping down ond out, leaving 
the field to Mr. MoCargar. ; 

Michael Corrigan, reere of Tyendinaga, 
was boro inthe county of Lennox town- 
ship of Richmond ia 1840 and care to 
Hastings county in 1857. He is generally 
conceded to be a successfal farmer and 
has a wife and seven children. 

Geo. Monroe is the first deputy reeve 
of Tyendinaga, and was born,in Argyle, 
Scotland, in 1832, He came 10 Canada 
some thirtyinine years ago and settled in 
Glengarry, out shortly after located in the 
township which ho now represents. He 
wairied Miss Mackintosh of Glengarry, 
the result of ths union being four children. 

Michael Kennedy represents the deputy 
reeveship ° Tyendinaga. He

in 1849 and has ever since lived there fol- 
lowing farm pursuits. He has 240 acres of 
the choicest land in the county. _ 

James Haggerty. reeve of Huntingdon, 
first saw the light of day in 1833in the

suits. He bas been president of che West 
Hontingdor cheese factory for 17 years. 
For several years he has also been presi- 
dentof the north Hastings sgricultural 
society and was county misster of the 
Orange lodge for ten years.

The above cutis a familiar face to almost 
every resident of Belleville.for who among 
the older residents of the bay city does 
not know Joseph P Huyck.?His venorablo 
countenance could easily be recognized in 
every Masonic procession kere forthe last 
balf a century, He held the office of 
chaplain for agreat mapyyears and «am 
these occasions carried sn open bible 
which always attracted attention, To the 
amall boy he apposred likea patriarch 
among the brethrenas he wall. d along 
with the weightof years hanging heavily 
over him, Mr.”Huyck was the: },lest mason 
in Canada, if, notin America. Richard 
Holmes,is an older man but he was 
pot initiated as early as Mr. Huysk.

R. Leavens, Wm. Wallbridge father 
of the late Chief Justice Wallbridge 
Dr. Farley's grandfather, Coptain John

He knew of nc 
better way to give positive information that 
no such anxiety existed than for Parliament 
to pronounce such an opinion as was now 
called for.

THE NIAGARA CENTRAL. 


A Delegation Ask a Subsidy for the 
Toronto Extension, 

OTTAWA, Jan. 20.—A delegation interested 
in the Niagara Central Railway arrived hore 
this morning to ask the Government for 
further assistance to complete the road. 
Among the delegates were Dr, Oille and 
Sylvester Neelon of St. Catharines, Mayor 
Lawson of Thorold and John Shields of 
Toronto. Messrs. McKay, Rykert, Fergu- 
son, Carpenter and Small, M. P.’s, took the 
delegation in tow and introduced the mem- 
bers thereof to the Government. They ex- 
plained to Sir John Macdonald that the 
road was now finished between St. Catha- 
rines and the frontier, connecting with 
some five leading railways on the American 
side. Last session a subsidy was granted 
to the projected line from St. Catharines to 
within fourteen miles of Hamilton, a dis- 
tance of twenty miles, and ending some- 
where about the centre of a farmer's Held. 
The delegation pointed out that the surveys 
were completed to Hamilton and all the 
financial arrangements made to build the 
road if the subsidy were granted. While 
they desired the Government subsidy all the 
way to Toronto, itis understood that if it 
was granted to Hamilton in the meantime 
the work could be proceeded with. 

An amendment to the company’s charter 
will be asked from Parliament this session to 
runinto the city of Hamilton instead of 
passing outside the limits on the way to 
Toronto. In the meantime a charter extends 
along the beach, with a spur running into 
Hamilton, The outlook is that the St, Cath- 
arines & Niagara Central Railway will be 
swallowed up by the Canadian Pacific. 

No definite promise was ~\ von the delegates, 
but the chances are that y will get the 
additional subsidy for the (ourteen miles in 
question. 

NOTES AND GOSSIP, 
Consolidated Fund Statement—The Super- 
annuation Return 

Orrawa, Jan, 2.—A statement presented 
to-day shows the receipts on account of con 
solidated fund for the first six months of the 
current fiscal year to have been $20,004,023, 
and the payments $14,426,202, For the same 
period of the previous year the receipts were 
$18,859,064, and payments $14,685,167, 

A return of superannuations made during 
1889 was presented to-day, It shows a total 
of 79 superannuations, the annual allowance 
to be paid to these officials being $82,959. The 
gratuities paid wore $3924, making the total 
cost of the year’s suporannuations $36,913,

The male bird in 
tio particular resembles his mate excerpt in 
size,. the former having a doll, yet attret- 
ive, reddish hue. while the fomele haa the 
apprarance ofa dusty gray, Their beaks 
aro of an enormous size and cover the 
entiro frontof then head.

This, with 
the continued low prices of cersale and 
other cauees, has tended to prevent that 
imptovement in the condition of those in- 
terested in this industry which had been 
hoped for, 

Jtis pleasing to note, however, in the 
manobfacture of cheese, our great agricul- 
tural staple, Ontario holds a foremost 
place, the province of Ontario ranking in 
point of quality among the best offered on 
che Eaglish market, and the Dominion 
trade tablets showing that the yearly val- 
ue of cheese exports, which are chiefly 
from Qntario. is far in excess cf tho azgre- 
ate value of all the manufactures exported 
by the Dominion. I rejoico to know that 
in every branch of agriculture, our far- 
mers are eyincinga growing appreciatiov 
of intelligent methods, and the contiuaed 
succese of farmers’ inetitutes isone of the 
evidences of a strongly prevailing desire to 
protit by practical information on economic 
husbandry. : 

It having been alleged that the regu- 
lations of the educstion department re 
quiring instructions in Englisi: to be given 
in all che public schoolsof the province, 
were not observed in certain localities iu 
which the French language prevails, com- 
missioners were appointed to visit these 
schools to report the facts and to con- 
sider in what way the study of English may 
be most successfully promoted among the 
people whose mother tongue is Freach. 
The sameZcommissioners were afterwards 
directed to visit the German echools of 
tlie province and to report in like mauner 
regarding them. Their report will be

| WOMEN IN LITERATURE, 


THEIR REMARKABLE INSIGHT INTO 


HUMAN NATURE. 


The Changoim Public fentiment During 
Rocent Vears—Somo of the Great Women 
Writers—Goorgo Ellot'’s High Rank—The 
Present Immoral Tendency, 

Many yoara ago a lady's entrance into lit 
erature was hailed either with a florid com- 
pliment or acold sneer. No such rocoption 
is given her nowadays, In past gencrations 
Manny 
Burney and Miss Martineau. had shown that 
in several kinds of flotion, women could do at 
least as well as mon. In tho case of Miss 
Austen's stories itis doubtful whether they 
have over been stirpassed os faithful roflec- 
tions of English middle class life, 

Anthony Trollope, a fow years ago, also 
essayed to draw English society exactly as it 
is; but, though he attained a fair moasure of 
success, it is very doubtful whether ‘ Pride 
and Projudice” and the rest will not live 
after ‘‘ Barchester Towers” and its like are 
forgotten. Then, while no analyst of human 
nature so keen 4s Thackeray, and no literary 


en enpeeeeores | caricaturist so fall of genius as Dickens, has 


ever emorgod from the ranks of women writ- 
ors, it is certain that, with the exception of 
those great novelists, George Eliot had a 
truer insight into humanity /and a nobler 
touch than any malo writer of the last half 
century, She would certainly stand third to 
Thackeray and Dickens, while some would 
place her second among the three. 

WOMEN IN POETRY, 


In poetry the last fifty years have shown 
women standing on the very steps of the 
throne where the laureate sits. No poctess 
of the preceding ages ever struck as deep and 
true anote as Mrs. Browning in hor ‘‘Aurora 
Ieigh” and her shorter pooms—works of 
which any malo writer of our day might be 
proud, The success of the sex in our time, 
however, must not be measured by great 
name alone. The characteristic of this age 
is the immense amount of excellent and hon- 
ost literary work done not by scores or hun- 
dreds but by thousands of ladios in England, 
France, and, above all, America. 

In preceding centuries half the human race 
was intentionally repressed. Women were 
told that to mid babies, cook dinners, or 
mend stockings was their natural avocation, 
and exceptions like Anna Seward or Hannah 
More were hailed as prodigies Now nobody 
denies to a daughter the right to pen, paper 
and ink,and if she can begin by earning a 
fow guineas for an essay ora story in a mag- 
azine the fact is treated as a matter of course, 

The womenof England and America have 
at present no novelist with the literary power 
of George Eliot, but they have atleast half a 
dozen who may be classed fn the second rank. 
Nor is this blank in the first class peculiar to 
women. There {is now no male novelist in 
this country or the United States who enjoys 
the uncontested supremacy of Scott, Dickens 
or Thackeray in his generation. The fact is 
that in this, asin other kinds of literature, 
the general standard has risen, and there 
seem no giants because there are so many 
who are above the middle height. 

It is sometimes said by those who regard 
fiction as frivolous that itis all vory well for 
the ladies of literature to write for us stories 
which help to while away a passing hour, but 
that sterner work mustcome from men. A 
story which is notmerly a story, which pro- 
yokes thought and keeps itself alive beyond 
the season, Wuich rouses controyorsy and ox- 
cites contradiction, is ‘‘Robert Elsmere”—a 
work from a woman's pen. When will male 
rivals influence politics and religion as Mrs. 
Beecher Stowe and Mrs, Humphrey Vard 
have done by the sincerity and earnestn.-s of 
their tone? 


MISTAKES MADE. 

Of course there ija seamy side of this new 
development of our literature. A few wo- 
men take advantage of thoir sex to write tales 
that are not true, not healthy and not pure, 
They draw coarse pictures of men’s smoking 
rooms and clubs asif they knew all abour 
them, Thoy revel in Latin and French quo- 
tations, sometimes. misspelled and always 
dragged in by the head and shoulders. They 
delight in libertinism, and call it liberty, 
They revel in allusions to eating, drinking 
and midnight dissipation. They are for the 
most part unsexed creatures, neither men nor 
women; queer things in petticoats, with a 
morbid taste for the society of dissolute bach- 
clors. We may happily ignore their books, 

Other novela written by young women are 
objectionable because their sins against deli- 
cacy are due to ignorance. When an un- 
married girl who bas audacity and genius 
attempts to describe love, she is sometimes 
bolder in her coloring than any man or wo- 
man who has had experience of life, She 
writes things thatshock, justas ao babbling 
child can bring confusion in a drawing room 
by its courage and simplicity, 

In one case of a novel of this kind it is said 
that the authoress, an American, wrote it 
anonymously when she wasa girl of 18, and, 
on confessing it years afterwards to her mid- 
dle aged husband, he left her at once, assert- 
ing confidently that it came from no maiden 
mind, A keener critical sense would have 
detected in its audacity the yery note of ab- 
solute ignorance pretending to knowledge, 

These faults of feminine Literature, however, 
are inevitable incidents of immaturity. 
Young poets are just as foolish, and so are 
young male novelists. The main point 
stands that, asa story professes to represent 
life as it is, all the young authoresses of the 
day are at a disadvantage, Few women 
over attain to what may be called a full 
knowlodge of life, While unmarriod, or if 
married early and happily, they learn little 
of the grim and ugly realities of the world. 
Even when they search for the factsa great 
deal is unknown to them because they soe 
life as observers rather than actors. 

he wonder is that they do so well, and the 
explanation isthat intuition and inspiration 


comes to their ald. Gerorgo Eliot could 
never have mixed with peasants at the 
ale house, yet in ‘Silas Marner” she 


roporta their talk of the life; and her auo 
tioneer in “Middlemarch” is depicted ns if she 
had been buying horses from him for years. 
We seo, therefore, the gain to the world of 
the new movement which had called to the 
sor'vice of man the literary faculties of a sex 
that from oa few facts can draw inferénces 
boldly and penetrate at a glanco mysteries 
which mon have puzzled over for years 
don Tolegraph.
